The Senate th n proceeded to business on 
the calendar and passed numerous bills. 
The bill for the erection of post off ce 
buildings in townf and cit es where the 
post offce receipts for the three years pre­ 
ceding have exceeded $3000 annually, was 
taken up, and, after a long debate and 
amendments, went over without final 
action. 
Mr. Frye, from the committee on com­ 
merce, reported back the river and harbor 
bill, with amendments, and it was ordered 
to be printed and recommitted. 
Department of Agriculture. 
The President’s messago returning w ith­ 
out his approval the joint resolution author­ 
izing the use and improvement of Castle 
island in Boston harbor was laid before the 
House, and was referred to the committee 
on military affairs. 
The Senate amendments to tho pension 
appropiiation bill were non-conourred in, 
cot iference OI del ed. 
On motion of Mr. Dunn of Ai kansas a 
resolution was adopted directing toe com­ 
mittee oil merchant marine and fisheries to 
invest gate tile fur seal fisheries of Alaska, 
Mr. Burnett of Massachusetts introduced 
a bill providing that upon the death of an 
invalid pensioner his widow or minor chil­ 
dren shall lie placed upon the pension roll 
w ithout regard to the cause of death of 
su*Ji pensioner. 
The bill lo create an executive depart­ 
m ent to bo kin wn as tho Department of 
Agriculture, under the supervision and 
control of a secretary of ajari iculture; for the 
ajuointm ent ox a first assistant secretary of 
agriculture, an I to transfer the weather 
service of tho United Slates Signal Service 
Bureau from the War Department to the 
Department of Agriculture was passed. 
The House then went into committee of 
the whole on tho diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bill. No amendments of con­ 
sequence were offered to the biti, aud after 
a short time spent in its consideration tho 
committee r* se and the bill was passed. 
Tlie District of Columbia appropr ation 
bill was also considered in committee of 
the whole and passed. 
Labor A sking for Bread and Getting 
a Stone. 
T uesday.—The Senate today, after a brief 
executive session, during which it was 
voted not to consider the fisheries treaty in 
•pen session,,proceeded to the consideration 
of the unfinished bus ness, being the House 
bill to establish a department of labor, 
and Mr. Reagan addressed the Senate in 
imposition. I he laboring classes bad many 
§ 
rounds of complaint, but he never had 
card that they demanded a mere change 
in the manner of coffee'tog information 
about labor as bring sufficient to satisfy 
their comp Hints. in conclusion, he said 
that when labor asked for bread, Ii** would 
not consent to give it a stun ■, as the i e til­ 
ing b ll proposed. He moved as a subs.i- 
tute a bill creating a department of in­ 
dustry. 
On a vote by yeas and nays on tho sub- 
B'itutc there were nine veas and 27 nays 
(lea- than si quo urn;, and then Mr. Reagan 
withmaw the substitute. 
\ ar ous amendments to the bill (prin­ 
cipally cor: notions iii phraseology) were 
ottered by Mr. Edmunds aud agreed to. Tile 
bill was then pass* d and a conf* m ice com­ 
m ittee ordered, and Senators Blair. Wilson 
of Iowa and George were appointed con­ 
ferees on tho part o! the Senate 
After passing a number of bills, including 
one .o increase tho appropriation for mili­ 
tary arms and equipments to #600.000. the 
Senate at 6.IU adjourned. 
C o n v ic t I.a lle r. 
The floor in the House was accorded to 
the committee on labor, and Mr. O'Neill of 
Missouri, chairman of that committee, 
called up the bill to confine the sale of the 
products of con*, ict labor to the State 
iii 
which 
they 
are 
produced, 
Mr. 
O’Neill endeavored to have an arrangement 
effected whereby debate on the bill should 
be limited to two hours, but opposition was 
made on the ground that the principle in­ 
volved in the bill was too imp rtant to be 
established without full discussion aud con­ 
sideration. 
Mr. Butter won Ii of Obi* said that this 
was not the bret time when, .ii the name of 
labor, labor was outraged upon this floor. 
The highest interest of the House was to 
promote the well being of all, and the man 
who intimated that anyone on this floor 
was unfriendly to labor was a dunce a 
knave or an unabridged as-. The main 
backers of this bill were not the laboring 
men. 
Mr. Butterwort)i replied that he was Ii y- 
ing to protect American labor again -t for­ 
eign labor. He was not attempting to tax 
lal overs at home in order to support labor­ 
ers on tho i iher s de in idleness. 
Mr, Buttgi worth denied that lie was mis­ 
taken. 
The greatest 
punishment 
that 
could be inflicted upon honest men was to 
tax them to support iho crimtoa s who had 
robbed them. He urged Mr. O’N* iii to post­ 
pone tho consideration of tho bill to an­ 
other fixed date, in order to afford oppor­ 
tunity for mature consideration and cor­ 
rection of crudities. 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois offered an amend­ 
ment prohibiting the importation for com­ 
mercial purposes of all goods, v a: es or 
merchandise from any foreign country to 
the United Statea-which, iii who]** or part, 
were manufactured or produced by convict 
labor, and prescribing penuries for the vio­ 
lation of this prohibition. Adopted. 
The previous question was then ordered— 
yeas 85, nays 44—on the eng’ossment and 
third reading of the bill. Adjourned. 
Rem arkable Precedent. 
W ednesday.—A remarkable precedent 
was set by the Senate this afternoon when 
they adjourned to attend the funeral of toe 
wife of Senator Sawyer of Wisconsin. Cap­ 
tain Bassett, who has been connected with 
the Senate for 50 years, says that it never 
has occurred before.

The Senate marine conference bill as 
amended in committee of the whole was

It authorizes the President to 
invite the governments of other m&iitime 
nations to send delegates to amarine confer­ 
ence. to be held at \\ ashing! on on ihe Hist 
day of October, 1888, or at such other time 
or place as he may designate, and to ap­ 
point five del gates, one of whom shall lie 
an officer of trie navy and another an otti- 
c a1 of the life-saving set v*ce. to represent 
the United States at the conference. It is 
made the object of the conference to revise 
and amend the rules of the road at sea. An 
appropriation of $15,000 is made to meet 
toe necessary expenses of the conference. 
Mr. Gay of Louisiana submitted a confer­ 
ence re p o rt on the invalid pensions appro­ 
priation bill, and it v as agreed to, The bill 
is e.-sentially the same as it passed the Sen- 


On motion of Mr. Belmont of New York, 
a resolution was adopted authorizing the 
committee on foreign affairs to inquire into 
the facts connected with the impr spument 
in an English jail of J. C. Kent, a natuial- 
ized American citizen.

A benate bill for the confinement ot ine­ 
briates in the Government Hospital for the 
insane was reported and placed on tho cal­ 
endar- a re nest for its immediate eonsid- 
eration (made bv Mr. Edmunds) being ob­ 
jected to by Mr. Hoar. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid­ 
eration of the House bill, making an appro­ 
priation to supply a deficiency in the appro­ 
priation lor expenses of collecting the rev­ 
enue I rom customs.

Mr. Reed of Maine said that he could re­ 
member how gentlemen on the other side, 
in sea«on and out of season, used to point 
oui tim melancholy spectacle of Federal 
officeholders participating in nominating 
conventions. 
He remembered that they

appointment or removal of men for political 
purposes. The accusation made against the 
gentleman was—and he hoped he was not 
unparliam entary-that their conduct, com­ 
pared with their previous declarations, 
savored of hypocrisy.

Increasing the Clerical Force. 


S a t u r d a y .—The House went into com­ 
mittee of the whole on the legislative, ex­ 
ecutive and judicial 
appropriation bill. 
The pending amendment, offered by Mr. 
McComas of Mn rylaud,increasing the clerid 
force of tho civil service commission, was ad­ 
vocated by Mr. Tracy of New York, who 
said that the increase would enable tho 
Brea id rot to extend the classilied list. Tho 
President had b, en criticised tor no* having 
made tlie extension. The President was 
not to blame. He waited for actiou on tile 
pert of the commissi; n. and the aunim s- 
sion was delayed by re son of th* Want of 
noel ssary rn* ans, which Congress alone 
could provide. 
Mr. W hitt hor ne of Tennessee thought 
that with '-O.ooo licentiates waiting for ad­ 
mission to the civil service, there was no 
necessity for having that number m ulti­ 
plied. 
The 
effect of 
the 
multiplica­ 
tions would be to debauch the young 
men and women of the country by with­ 
drawing them from business pursuits and 
putting them on tee anxious seat as appli­ 
cant for office. 
Although opposed to the civil service law, * 
he orals d tho President lot keeping his 
pledges in every instance, and carrying out 
tho law. 
The amendment was agreed to—81 to 71. 
The amendment provides for one addi­ 
tional clerk of class three, one of class two 
and one of class one at $1000, and increases 
the appropriation for necessary travelling 


expenses from $4000 to $5000.

Notes. 
Hon. William Springer has boon renom­ 
inated for O m rn as bv the Democratism 
Hie thirteenth Illinois district. 
The Republicans in Congress have form­ 
ally declinexkthe proposition of the Demo­ 
crats for an immediate vote on the tariff 
bill. 
There are some indications that tho pen­ 
sion appropriation bill may meet with some 
flhbustei ing opposition in th* lower house 
of Congress. 
Notwithstanding the action of tho na­ 
tional Senate, it is believed that on n ses­ 
sions for the consideration of tho fisheries 
treaty will yet be ordered. 
Au effort is to be made in the National 
Senate to so amend the river and harbor 
bill as to appropriate $350,000 for the pur­ 
chase of Hie Portage Lake Canal. 
It is remarked that all the members of 
the House judiciary committee w ho * ppose 
the international copyright bill are Demo­ 
crats, Southerners and freo traders. 
Considerable comment has been caused in 
Washington by the action of the Senate 
committee in tacking the notorious Donne 
pin canal job on to the river aud harbor bill. 
A Washington despatch says that thoro 
will be cousiuerable opposition to the inter­ 
national copyright iii the House, tai toe 
ground that it is a measure to make books 
dear. 
Senator Blair’s bill for the national ob­ 
servance of Sunday, introduced into Hie 
Senate on May 21. does not seem to meet 
with a warm indorsement from the press of 
the country. 
There is said to be a movement on foot to 
induce Postmaster General Dickinson to re­ 
sign and assume the management of tho 
campaign as chairman of tile Democratic 
national committee. 
Representative Springer of Illinois has 
introduced into the lower House Of Congress 
a bill "to provide for placing on the lr. e list 
articles of merchandise, tho production of 
which may Lo controlled by trusts or com­ 
binations. 
A Washington despatch says that tho Re­ 
publicans have formuluteUatariff bill whit b 
is understood to contain woollen schedules 
of the 1807 tariff and a free sugar provis­ 
ion. bolides the administrative features of 
the Mills bill. 
Speculation as to the length of tho tariff 
debate in the House has wholly ceased. 
Some of the advocates of the Mills bill ad 
m it th at it may continue far into August, 
and th at Congress may remain in session 
until Sept. I. 
Advocates of the Mills tariff bill express 
confidence that, after the revision ct the 
measure by the acceptances minor amend­ 
ments. the bill will receive all but nine or 
tm of tho Democratic votes in the House, 
which, with the help of the few Republi­ 
cans, whose votes are assured, will secure 
its passage. 
It is proposed to incorporate in the army 
appropriation bill a provision placing ai the 
disposal of the scot et ary of war a sufficient 
sum to thoroughly test the numerous high 
power explosive engines of war which have 
been broug: t to the attention of Congress 
and the department. 
The Spooner bill putting telegraph c rn- 
panics under the jurisdiction of the inter­ 
state commerce commission is likely to be 
ret ort® * I to the Senate this week. Unless 
the bill is made more radical than the 
committee now seem likely to make it the 
M astern Union company, it is said, will not 
offer any opposition to it. 
The Senate amendments to tho river and 
harbor bill have caused the biggest kind of 
a commotion in tho House. Members as­ 
sert that the New England appropriations 
have been in many cases nereased even be­ 
yond the est.mates made by the eng n er 
officers and tiros ■ submitted by tile depart­ 
ment, while Southern hems have boen 
ruthlessly cut. 
General Master Workman Powderly bas 
addressed a letter to the chairman of the 
House sub-committee on tele ra; bs on the 
subject of the postal telegraph bills now be 
fore the House. Mr. Powderly states that 
about a million Kn pills of Labor, inside of 
four weeks last winter signed a petition 
in favor of a postai-lelegraph system, and 
had he known that the su b ject would not 
have been acted upon earlier I e could hev# 
procured 5.000,000 signatures of knish:$ 
•and citizens. Mr. Powderly says the num­ 
ber of petitioners is large enough to show 
tnat the people want to see the establish­ 
ment of a postal telegraph in opposition to 
the present monopoly.

General Sheridan 
passed a bad night, having an irregular 
pulse, a labored respiration, and being fre­ 
quently delirious. 
Since daybreak, how­ 
ever, and especially within the last hour, 
there has been a slight, but distinct, im­ 
provement in all his symptoms. 
His pulse is HO and steadier. 
The oedema of the legs has gradually 
subsided, and is now slight. 
He continues to take an ample supply of 
nour aliment,which seems to be assimilated. 
At 11 o’clock the doctors stated there was 
no immediate danger of a fatal termination.

A NOVEL IN VE N TIO N . 


A Simple and Oilcup Design for U til­ 
izing Writer Vower. 
W ilx e sb a u h E, Penn., May 27.—Not long 
ago the business men of Buffalo offered a 
large sum of money for an invention that 
would utilize the vast water power of the 
Niagara river. This set the inventors of 
the country cudgeling their brains, and 
among those who went to work on the prob­ 
lem was old David Culver of Forty Fort, 
this county, whose inventive genius lias be­ 
fore now manifested itself in various ways. 
The result of his labors was shown yester­ 
day on the Susquehanna river, just opposite 
the Dorranoe breaker. It was inspected by 
a number of mechanics and J. It. Perry, tho 
organ maker, and J. H. Swoyer, the coal 
opera: or. 
A working model of his invention was 
placed in the river noir enough to the 
shore to admit of inspection. It is a whee) 
5Vs feet in diameter, and in contrast to all 
other water wheels, which are placed per­ 
pendicularly, it lies horizontally on the 
bottom of the river. 
It ii furnished with 
e’ght blades or paddles, bing* d to the frame 
in such a manner that those u h u h are 
going with the current aud against which 
tile water is pressing, expose their full 
breadth to its force, while those that are 
travelling against the current lie rat along 
the water and afford Vera little opposition 
104)16 revolution of Hie wheel. The blades 
iii the wheel exhibited were 24 inches long 
by 42 inches v* ide. The actiou o! tile wheel 
aas perfect,and the motion s.eady, aud the 
blades moved at exactly the same rat * as 
tile current. The axles of the wheel ran be, 
readily geared to a shaft underneath it. 
Tile 
model 
was running without this 
attachment, but Mr. Culver stat'd that it 
w is attached to a shalt and drum, around 
wh ch a rope was wound, and that even 
wi h th is small model a power was devel­ 
oped equal to about one-half hors power 
w itn a swift current. Uf comae the swifter 
the current the more power developed. 
The grca: beauty of this invention is tho 
fact that no dams, sluiceways or other ex­ 
pansive constructioas are necessary. Any 
number of wheels can be laid down right in 
the bed of the river and attached to the 
Santo shaft, and a great amount of power 
can thus be developed. These wheels would 
run summer and winter. Ice would not 
effect them as they lie at the bott rn of the 
river. All those who examined the whe*fi 
were of the opinion that Hie invention was 
of great practical value.

Tile grating of a lemon is a most simple 
operation, and it may seem that every * ne 
must know how to do it, but this is far from 
being the case. As many dffthea of curdled 
custards and sauces are caused by this fact, 
the right way in this case is very important. 
The object of using grated r lid of lemon 
is to obtain the fragrance and flavor, which 
differ very greatly from any extracts, how­ 
ever good. N> w* tile whole of the oil which 
contains this fragrance s at the surface is, 
in tact, the yellow Dorton of the rind; 
therefore this, an.) only th s, m ust be re­ 
moved with tho grater. Tho white part un­ 
derneath is bitter, and will cause milk or 
ere un to curdle, but it contains no particle 
of lemon flavor. 
Yet when lemon flavor is called for, the 
lemon is often grated right down to the 
pulp in parts, while ti e yellow rind is left 
tai in patche s 
A lemon should be grated 
evenly, Ileginning at tile end and working 
round it. using as smaR a surface of the 
gr ter as possible, to prevent waste. The 
habit of turning the lemon as you grate 
comes as easily as to turn an apple under 
the knife when p eliug. 
Generally twice across the grater and 
hack between each turn will remove all 


th * essential oil, but while guarding against 
grating too deeply care must betafcento 
remove ihe whole of the yellow surface 
A 
well-grateo lemon should be exactly of the 
same shape as before, have no deep scores 
toto the pith. and ha* e an oily-iookmg sur­ 
face,

Rejoicing in Emancipated Brazil—Old 
Dom Pedro Ending His Days Amid 
the Blessings of His People. 


N e w Yo r k , May 22.—The Herald this 
morning publishes a letter from Rio de 
Janeiro under date of April 28, which con­ 
tains tho provisions of the emancipation 
law recently passed by the Brazilian I egis- 
lature. The emancipation bul is very short, 
huving only live brief articles: 
k'irst Declaring tree. from the date of 
the lasv, all slaves in Die empire. 
Second—Kelievlug from further service 
the free-born * Ii rid run of slave mothers. 
Thin!—Localizing the new freemen with­ 
in their county for two years 
* Fourth Empowering tin? executive to 
issu* the nee; ssary regulations. 
Fifth—Revoking all contrary provisions. 
It is estimate*! that the law emancipates 
over 600,(XKI slaves and 
relieves from 
ap; renticeship ahunt 400,000 children of 
s*ave mother*. 
Previous t i the passage of the law the 
voluntary emancipation movement had 
taken firm root in the province** of Rio de 
Jan* iro and Minas Genies. Two brothers 
in the municipality of Cantagalto freed, un­ 
conditional y, their 190ns!av es, a n 'example 
followed by a number of lesser planter-. 
(• ie notable la* t in connection with the 
freeing of ihe slaves is the anxiety of tho 
fro' din en to 
legalize their unsanctified con- 
jugal uuii'iis and to legitimize their off­ 
spring, as tho Brazilian law humanely per­ 
mits. by al ter marriage.

A Journey of 3000 Miles Among: Jagged 


Hocks and Whirling Eddies, 


Glenwood Srmvrvi.Col.. May 25.—John 
C. and Mathew D. Karr started hurt night 
on their lung ami perilous journey of over 
3000 miles in a torpedo Ik at from the creel 
of the Rocky mountains down the Grand 
and the Colorado rivers to the gulf of Cali­ 
fornia 
Tho brothers have been in the State about 
two years, and having made some money in 
the Aspen mines, they tako this as a long 
pleasure trip. 
A great crowd from Glenwood Springs 
collected on the river banks last night to 
see them lower th* lr is at in the Grand. 
Many attempted to dissuade them from un­ 
dertaking th trip, bu: there was cheering 
anti shouting and a gen ral hurrah when 
their boat glided int** the rushing waters 
of the Grand. The whi ties blew, men and 
boys shouted and fair hands waved hand­ 
kerchiefs. 
They were the heroes of tho 
hour. Many think they will give up their 
foolish notion by the time they reach Grand 
Jnnciion, and old mountaineers say that 
even if tiny reach the Colorado river they 
will surely be wrecked in the seething and 
angry waves of its dangerous canyons. 
Their boat is rouni as a barrel, but sharp­ 
ened at both ends. This will enable it to 
shy off tho boulders it will strike in tho nar­ 
row canyons. It was built by the brothers, 
I he material costing about $30. There is no 
rudder 
Holes are cut in its sides, so that 
oars may be used in eddying waters. I he 
boat is 2o toot long and 3Mi feet in diame­ 
ter.

Men 
and women are m eant to work w ith hands 
and body, and in the order of nature no 
L a stin g lie n u tv o r S tr e n s th 
is possible w ithout the hum an being is 
steadily trained to genial, useful, necessary 
labor. Being neither college professor nor 
president, witli a record for popularity to 
keep up. I have no hesitation in saying the 
craze for physical training as practised does 
as much harm at one extrem e as a seden­ 
tary life does at the other 
It is the old ( reek m istake over again, 
wli’ch w recked Athens and the republic by 
m aking beauty, luxury and culture the 
ends i f life instead of its servitors. It 1b for 
Christian civilization not to repeat the m is­ 
take either w ith its boys or girls. The gym- 
na8 urn is as poor a substitute for the varied 
and testing exercise of work as the com­ 
mercial institute for the exigencies of busi­ 
ness, or as M orrison’s pills fur a healthy 
digestion. 
The whole thing of calisthenics, gym nas­ 
tics, exercise, in short, has an ill savor to 
the physician or person who understands 
lite as belonging to the same category as 
the artifice o f the Romans for a\ oiding the 
consequences of surfeit. 
W bat does a 
hum an being w ant exercise for iii a world 
where he, and not less she, is placnd to 
work? 
No life is perfect or satisfactory 
which leaves out enough daily labor to de­ 
velop the system and keep it in its b> st c n- 
dition, and 
tim mon and women who 
am ount to anything have found it out for 
them selves, im agine a m an of brains con­ 
tent 
to 
take 
his 
daily 
exercise 
in a gym nasium . 
B ryant or Gladstone 
w ant 
the 
swing 
of 
the 
axe against 
the tree to assure them they are doing 
som ething, not m erely exercising! Imagine 
Jay Gould or the elder V anderbilt getting 
their relaxation in a m achine way, instead 
of guiding a last trotter or running a steam 
yaclit. 
If the Princess Alice had been a 
second-rate woman of charity organizations 
aud petty social aims, she m ight have been 
content to take enough exercise by her 
massageuse and a health lift to keep her 
alive, but the sweet princess w ent into tho 
poorest houses, where wife and m other lay 
ill and unattended.and washed the room and 
tidied the children, and rested lier warm 
heart while she used her beautiful arm s in 
services our Sunday school teachers would 
baldly hear of.

It is not 
the work th at ever m akes farm ing women 
ugly, but careless, unhealthy habits. Con­ 
stant activity keeps dow n flesh and tends 
to a lighter step than piano practice and 
driving to pay calls. 
I wish I could reach the m others ot a cer­ 
tain class,fam ilies of no special fortune,w ith 
income enough for the sm all gentilities of 
life, the very last ones who should fall out 
of traditional activities. The storekeepers 
and m in sters and upper clerks’ families. 
w hose m others w ith m istaken indulgence 
are letting their daughters grow up w iihout 
duties and w ithout work. School, fancy 
work, a little music, no singing, but instead 
some church work, some society, some put­ 
tering about flower beds, some driving— 
not one tiling to really develop m uscle or 
start the healthy blood. They go to bed 
when they please, they get. up 
when 
they please, eat w hat coaxes their sqeam ish 
appetites, aud take walks when other girls 
come for them . Of course they appear deli- j 
cate, and arc in faihugfu a tli at lr,. and the 
m otlier spends her life and energies at her 
tim e of needed rest, anxiously w atching 
and doing the work of 
her daughter. 
T hat devoted m other is m aking life very 
hat d for th a t petted daughter, defrauding 
ber of beauty, honorable esteem and, too, 
probably of life. 
The slender, anionic, 
chlorotic girls who stay upstairs w riting 
es»ays for Sunday school class, w hile their 
m other irons their muslins, or finishes 
ort th eir gowns—the plum p, pasty-faced, 
giggling dam -els who loll in ham m ocks 
w ith a supp;y cf bon bons and library 
novels w hile m other ana aunt go to town in 
heat and dust to draw coupons, and enter­ 
tain 
uninteresting 
visitors: the artistic 
young woman who pin ‘‘engaged’’ on their 
studio door and hold them selves excused 
from every elaim of others, not personally 
agreeable, one and all deserve w hat comes 
upon them —w rinkles and pallor, or cold 
and eiysipelas in the face, by 25. 
They “ GoO ff” gnddenly In Looks, 
and tile doctor has enough of them . Let 
your girls do housework vigorously m orn­ 
ings, or work, not potter, in tho garden, 
dance or play law n tennis after It) o’clock 
and 
sing part 
songs 
in 
the 
even­ 
ings. and do not let 
them 
shirk 
the 
iuteri st, 
the 
d e v loom ent 
th a t 
lies 
in 
real 
work. 
They 
m ake 
such 
hideous invalids, the « exempt, girls, who 
put tor;h as a plea of their feeble gentility, 
th a t ‘‘they never had any hard work to do.’ 
T heir 
bilious headaches, their horrible 
breath, and still m ote horrible unnam ed 
disorders, which m ake th eir presence any­ 
thing but th at of sw eet and welcom e wom­ 
anhood. their suspicions, coercive tem ­ 
pers, their other inadequacy to any of the 
burdens of life which other people do not 
carry so w illingly as did tile fond m otlier— 
thtso are the retribution of the do-less wom ­ 
an. 
Happier, perhaps, was the fate of a 
petted, delicate daughter, who in w ant of 
any earthly occupation was obliged to use a 
gym nastic apparatus at home to enable 
her to sleep and who. tying it one night, 
caught lier throat in the ropes, was unable 
to extricate herself as a well girl m ight 
have done. and choked to death in lier 
fath er’s house..

THE OCEAN. 


lf the Land Were Flattened O u t the 
Sea W eald be T w o Miles Doep. 
[St. James’ Gazette.) 
At the last m eeting of the Royal Society 
of Edinburgh, Dr. John M urray of the Chal­ 
lenger expedition m ade a com m unication 
on‘‘T he H eight and Volume of the Dry Land 
and the Depth and Volum e of the Ocean." 
According to his own investigations, E ngi­ 
neering says, the moan height of the land of 
the globe was 2230 feet above Hie sea level, 
and the m ean depth of the ocean was 2080 
fathom s. If the ocean were regarded at; be­ 
ing divided into two parts by the looo 
fathom 
line, 
it 
would be found til at 
Hie 
m ean 
depth of 
the area having 
less depths than 1000 fathom s was 2028 
feet, or 338 fathom s, or nearly the same 
depth beneath the sea as the height of the 
dry land above ii. On the other baud. the 
ui'-an depth of the area beyond the 1000 
fathom s is 14,640 feet, or 2440 fathom s. 
'Hie form er area—called by Dr. M urray Hie 
"transitional 
area"—occupies 
24,000,000 
square m iles: and the latter area, which is 
the abvssmal area,and is situated fully three 
m iles below the average heights of the con­ 
tinents, occupies 113.(JOO.OOO square miles. 
or more tliun half of the surface of the 
earth. In the transitiouni area of tho ocean 
there are m any and varied conditions in 
respect of light, heat, currents, changes 
of level, the character arid var ety of thp de­ 
posits, and in Hie anim als and plants which 
inhabit the various parts of the region. 
H ie deposits ate in m ost respects sim ilar 
to those which m ake up a very large part of 
the sedim entary form ation of the dry land. 
In tile abysm al arca there is a unborn) set 
of conditions, the tenqperature being near 
the freezing point, w ith an annual range 
not exceeding 7 J Fahrenheit, and there bo­ 
ing no sun] gilt or plant life. T here is a 
great abundance of anim al life, I u t the 
forms from various parts of tho area are 
very sim ilar and unlike those of shallow er 
waters, and the deposits, which accum ulate 
slowly, are unlike any of the sedim entary 
deposits of the d ry lan d . From Dr. Mur­ 
ray ’* invest gations it al-o appears that if 
the dry land of Hie globe were reduced to 
the sea level by being rem oved to and piled 
up in the shallow er w aters of the ocean, 
then its extern would be about 80,000.000 
square miles, and tho rest of the surface of 
the cartli would be covered fly an ocean ex­ 
tending to 113,000,000 square miles. Again, 
should the whole of the solid land ho re­ 
duced to one level under the ocean, then 
the surface of the earth would he covered 
by an ocean w ith a uniform deplh of about 
two m ilo s .

THIS GARDI!ST. 
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Seasonable and Im portant H ints 
Plum s and other sim ilar fruits m ay be 
grown in every part of this w ide country, 
where the trees will w ithstand the clim ate 
w ithout any dam age from the plum cur 
oulio, 
by spraying the trees 
w ith the 
arsenical poisons, paris green and london 
purple, one pound of either to 60 or 80 gal­ 
lons of water, through tho use of the spray 
ing pump, F irst spray the trees ju st before 
the blossom buds open; socond, tw o weeks 
after the beetles fly. If a w eak soap em ul­ 
sion is used at this spraying to m ix the 
poisons in, it will also destroy tile leaf lice. 
aphis, hugs, and all other insects injurious 
to the fruit and foliage. Then a th ird spray 
inc about June IO, aud the fru it is safe. 
Twenty years ago the value of fruit im 
ported to G reat B ritain was if, veil a t about 
$16,000,000 from all points. Now it has in­ 
creased to 
$37,<>00,000. 
Of tile apples 
from North America one third reach British 
ports from Canada. Judging by th e quantity 
shipped, th® ye.iow Beliei.eur m ust be im ­ 
m ensely grown for A m erican export, while 
the Baldwin also reaches B ritain in im 
m ense num bers. 
The N ew tow n pippin 
br.mrs the highest price. 
Around woodpiles and other places where 
half-decaying wood abounds the mushroom 
or toadstool loves to grow. Many American 
nurserym en testify th a t w hen this half de­ 
cayed wood, full of the spawn of this fun­ 
gus is in the ground w here evergreens are 
growing especially Norway spruce and 
w hite pine, the spawn will spread to the 
roots of these trees, aud the leaves will be­ 
come of the color of G uinea gold. 
The 
roots are found com pletely covered w ith the 
spawn in these cases. 
It is best n et to try and transplant old 
shrubs th a t are getting w eak and decayed. 
T hrifty young ones will give m ore satisfac­ 
tion and last longer. Before the eld ones 
can be nursed into vigor, even if they stand 
rem oval, I ho young ones will bu th n ity , 
blooming bushes. 
Do not now trim shrubbery w hich blooms 
on last year’s wood if you desire abundance 
of flowers. The hest * ay is to cut out the 
old and week wood im m ediately atter flow­ 
ering. A judicious thinning, if too large 
and thick a I ead rem ains will im prove the 
quality of the flowers, nut to cut back the 
whole head is not tho best way in America. 
The lawn should be rolled often early in 
the season, w hile the ground is soft. If it is 
not made smoot h then, it will be hard to get 
it intl! shape later, 
flee th a t the lawn 
mower is snarp tis possible w hen you first 
use it. flome prefer cutting w ith a sharp 
scythe the first few tim es. Law n mowers 
oiten give a I Hie pull if not sharp that 
erks up a blade of grass ju st rooted and 
does gre.'t injury. U so a little fin e e a rth in 
filling slight depressions, w hich may be 
done w ithout disfiguring Hie lawn. 
Iii planting hardy roses, if they are not on 
their own roots, bury only ju st deep enough 
fo cover tile original ball of earth. Shake 
tho soil partly out so as to slightly disen­ 
ta n g le toe roots and allow them to spread 
out a little from the ball. 
Should dry 
w eather pisvuil 
after planting, do not 
neglect to give them a good soaking of 
w ater frequently, and after they have fairly 
started into new grow th a thin m ulching 
of any good non-conductive m aterial will 
greatly help them , lf m anure on the sur­ 
face is oft en tire to the eye, a slight cover­ 
ing of fine soil above it will rem edy th a t and 
perm it its use. 
To get geranium s to flower on a given 
date, the plant should be pinched hack to 
torm good heads of th e shape desired, and 
all How* r buds taken off as soon as they ap­ 
pear until about a m onth before wanted. 
Blunts in pulsate more m anageable under 
control loan in the border. H ave size of 
pots according to size of plants. Those a 
little pot-bi und are more inclined to bloom. 
A little liquid m anure helps strengthen arid 
cob r of flowers, applied w hen buds a e 
growing. 
We k n o w of no preparation th a t destroys 
the black beetle on asters w ithout disfigur­ 
ing the flower. As w ith Hie rose bug, per­ 
sistent gathering and destroying by hahd 
seems to he the only rem edy. Some at­ 
tem pt spraying with an atom izer w ith some 
of the colorless solutions now used as in­ 
secticides.

Seed. 
It is quito a serious m istake in sowing 
grass seed of any kind not to use plenty of 
seed. This will hold good w hether you are 
raising m illet or H ungarian, for one crop of 
hay, tim othy, c-lot-er, redtop 
or orchard 
grass for perm anent meadow, or a variety of 
grasses tow a perm anent moadow. In using 
the word perm anent, I do not m ean to im ­ 
ply forever, hut rather until either by rota­ 
tion or other caused it m ay he necessary to 
m ake a change. A good, even stand of 
grass la very essential, if the hest yield of 
hay or tile largest am ount of feed is secured. 
Aud no m atter how favorable th e condition 
of germ ination and grow th m ay be, if there 
is not a sufficient am ount of soed sown 
there will not be the stand ef grass th at 
there should be. Very often grass seed is 
high, and for this reason, perhaps, the tem p­ 
tation is so strong to economize the seed. 
But in failing to use a proper am ount of 
seed wa not only lessen th* yield, but also 
very m aterially increase the prospect of 
be>ng obliged to reseed, and lose all th* first 
si wing, or qt least the greater part of it. 
There certainly seem s to be a very poor 
(conorb)' in using a less quantity of seed 
than is really necessary to secure a good 
.stand, I am a poor advocate of waste in any 
way, bm in seeding .and to grass it is a loss 
wast* to use plenty ol seed than to stint tho 
quantity, and fail in the purpose that we are 
sowing the seed for. 
No m atter how rich tho soil. or how well 
prepared, if we fail to sow a sufficient 
am ount of seed wp are certain to fan to se­ 
em * the largest yield. I do not mean to im ­ 
ply by this th at plenty of seed is all th at is 
necessary, because it certainly is nut. but 
th a t it is one essential t. at m ust not be 
overlooked. Plenty of se? d m ust ie soon 
if a good, oven 
is si cured, and if the 
so I a well i r e p a id , aud the seed sown in 
g od sea'on, so th a t a good germ ination can 
be secured, we m ay he reasonably certain of 
securing a good stand. 
Vacant places are very undesirable, tosay 
the least, in the meadows or pastures. Ii is 
eo>#iblo to fill these up, yet at the same 
tim e this im plies extra vt. rk, th at often 
can be a re idea by using p enty of seed at 
the start. trio plenty of seed. and then 
take pains to scatter evenly. W ith th* soil 
in a good condition, a good stand once 
se ured can bo kept so m uch cas er than. a 
thin or uneven stand can bo thickened or 
m ade even, w hile a m uch better growth 
and yield can be secured Horn the start, if 
m ore care is taken to use plenty of seed. 


TH E INSECTS. 


V a l u a b l e R e m e d ie d f o r t h e E x t e r m i n a ­ 
t i o n o f I n s e c t s . 
Th* Rural New-Yorker for th* past 15 
years has given m uch attention to insecti­ 
cides, as well from necessity as iii an ex­ 
perim ental way. The valuable pait of its 
experience m ay fee told in a few words. 
For the cu rran t worm hellebore is a perfect 
remedy. Used as a powder it is an expen­ 
sive rem edy: in w ater a very economical 
one. B uhach serves very well, but more 
fiequent applications are necessary. Tho 
hest way to use either is to mix two or three 
tablespoonfuls iu hot wator. form ing a 
paste, and add this ta two gallons of water. 
W here there are only a few plants to spray, 
the spraying bellows answers very w ell; 
where there are m any plants, tho work be­ 
torn s exceedingly tiresom e ami laborious. 
By tho use of a liand-pump, rubber ho.-,e, 
iron tube and Cyclone or Clim ax nozzle, 
there is nothing laborious about it. It is 
m ere piny. The under side of loaves may 
be spray* d as readily as the ii plier; in fact, 
by holdup: the nozzle under th* bm h for a 
few moment*, the entire plant is l eached. 
For the cabbage wot rn, Buhach used as 
above described, is effective aud a lto g e th e r 
unobjectionable. M e prefer Buhach to til* 
im ported Pyrethrum , because it is more re- 
1 ab le. The latter is o fte n a d u lte ra te d , and 
liable as wail ta lujury from long sea voy­ 
ag es. 
For p’ant lice (aphid-*), we have found a 
m ixture of equal ja ils Buhach and helle­ 
bore eh ecti' e. 
Caterpillars cf all kinds, cs far as tried 
(except Iii* bagworm ;, at* destroyed by 
‘Bi bach. 
Ti e R u ia l’s statem ent that Buba h m ay 
bo economically used in keep ng the r< s-- 
bu£ rn subject on does not ins. ire m uch 
confidence, apparently, among those who 
dave large a,ear; in roses or grain-n, and 
arm ies of tho insects to fight. We have 
only to say th at wa used it for three seasons 
very satisfactorily, aud we shall certainly 
use it again iii* present sea* a a* soon as 
this dreaded visitor appears. 
W h e n pari# green was first used to kill 
Potato beetles, and. late*, london purple, 
ne Rural experim ented to learn how m ost 
economically to apply them . At that tim * 
using the poison in watt r and sprinkling 
Hie infusion up n tho plants was preferred 
t** using Hie poison extended w .th flour or 
plaster. 
'Hie result of our investigation 
was th at not (n e t nth of tho poison used 
Was necessary, and that the po sum d plas­ 
ter was far botler than the j miscued water, 
'tho VO.sop vo gave, aud t ine ha* sine* 
proven th a t it was sound was that j an s 
green or iondrn purn e w s.er cannot he 
used so as to kill che beetle w ithout injury 
to the vine, l h e poiso ned w ater necessarily 
oo.lecCs in the low st part of the leaf, evap­ 
orates aud ie)*ves the poison to kill the leaf 
w here it is deposited. 
ll we take one pound el pure paris green 


and thoroughly m ix it w ith an entire barrel 
of plaster, we have a m ixture th a t will just 
as surely kill the beetle as if two pounds or 
m ore of the poison were used. Tile beetle 
will not ale so soon, but ic is m ade sick at 
once and its appetite never returns during 
the rem ainder of Its unhappy existence. 
The advocacy of destroying the early 
beetles b y h an d is not well founded, in our 
opinion. T ho sim ple fact is th a t a large 
proportion of the early beetles are con­ 
cealed in the ground or under leaves, w hile 
m illions of them are craw ling or flying 
from field to field. By the tim e a m an "picks 
over" an acre of potatoes he m ay start 
again—and then again, and. in short, find 
constant em ploym ent in this way. and yet 
have lot* of booties after all. The destruc­ 
tion does not am ount to a drop in the 
bucket. 
The R urul’s way of m ixing the 
plaster and the poison is to spread out, two 
inches thick, half a barrel of the plaster on 
a tig h t fluor and sprinkle as evenly as possi­ 
ble h alf a riound of the poison over it. Then 
w ith a rake work it to and fro. Shovel it 
together, sproad it out again, and rake it 
again until the whole mass shows the faint­ 
est tin t of Hie poison uniform ly throughout, 
Shovel it back in another barrel, ana treat 
the other half in the same way. London 
purple Is very m uch cheaper. We prefer 
the paris green, because it is less likely to 
injure the .vines if used a trifle too strong, 
w hile if the London purple is not used of a 
certain strength it will not kill the beetles. 
For the form idable scale insect we know 
of no rem edy, the application of which 
does not cost m ore than it is w orth. The 
ten t caterpillar is destroyed in an hour or 
so by b.owing a few whiffs of Buhach into 
the tents early in the m orning or late at 
night. Spraying is just as effective. 
f o r the squash hug and striped cucum ­ 
ber and m elon beetle we know of no rem ­ 
edy. For the latter we use a m ixture of sul­ 
phur and plaster upon the young leaves. 
Dust, ashes, etc., m ay serve as well. 
For lice In henhouse w e spray the houses 
every two weeks or so w ith kerosene, usm g 
Hie 
Woodason 
spraying 
bellows. 
The 
tedious practice ef w hitew ashing is no 
longer necessary. We do not believe th at 
lice can live in a henhouse so sorayrd, 
since every crack and hole is reached by the 
kerosene. Infested hens so quartered soon 
become cleansed. Every on* hsving a hen­ 
house should bo provided w ith the spraying 
bellows. They wi I pay their cost in a short 
tim e in effectiveness and in saving of labor. 
'I here is little about them to get out of or­ 
der, and one soon grows to feel th a t he can­ 
not aitord to do w ithout them .—[Rural New 
Yorker. 
______ 
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H ow to Make P sn itry Profitable. 
As th# w eather grows warm er th e verm in 
will m ultiply rapidly and increase their 
activity. E x tra 
precautions 
should 
be 
taken to counteract them . The roosts should 
bo washed w ith kerosene o il; the nest m a­ 
terial should be throw n out and burnt, 
fresh hay or straw placed in the boxes, and 
a heaping teaspoonful of sulphur sprinkled 
in each nest; th e dust baths should be re­ 
plenished, and a teaspoonful of sulphur 
added to the d u st; th e sitters should be 
thoroughly cleansed of body lice by D alm a­ 
tian powder sifted through their feathers. 
If an egg gets broken in a nest w here a 
hen is sitting, exam ine the eggs carefully 
and wash w ith tepid w ater any th a t are 
daubed; som etim es no more th an two or 
three egg# will be fouled, bu t they m ust be 
w ashed or they will not hatch. 
Keep the little chicks growing. Feed a 
little at a tim e and feed often is the key­ 
note to early-laying pullets. 
See th at the beni have fresh grass. It is 
alm ost always nece-sary to keep them shut 
w ithin their yards for some weeks Dow to 
keep them out of tho Balden or the mow­ 
ing. It w ill take bu t a few seconds to pull 
a liberal handful of grass and toss to each 
p e n ; try it once and watch the birds devour 
it; you will be convinced th at they enjoy it 
as m uch as a feed of wheat. W hen the hens 
run at large they eat great q m n tities of 
grass (probably nearly half of all the m atter 
consumed by them ), and it is a great hard­ 
ship t i them to be shut away from it. 
Spade up a part of each yard and sow a 
few handfuls of oats in the fresh ground; 
the liens will scratch up a part of it, but 
some will sjuout and grow, giving biddy a 
biteof groen. If practicable shut tho hens 
away lrom one yard for a oouple of weeks; 
sow oats in it. and when they are throe or 
four inches high let Hie hens in again. Not 
only dees this give them fresh, green food, 
but it freshens the ground itsell. T nis Last 
is an im portant m atter, as the earth in the 
yards is contam inated by the droppings.and 
rn two ®r th re e yeais beccm ei poisoned so 
th at it will kill the fowls confined upon it. 
This poisonous m atter e.in be worked out by 
growing a crcp upon it cr by spading it over 
aud sowing grain. If the hone can be moved 
to other quarters for a season a splendid 
crop of squashes m n be raisedUu the hen 
yard. Squashes are rank feeders and greatly 
enjoy rich ground to run on. I have been 
told th a t Mr. H aw kins planted squash*# in 
an aor* or so of hen yards last year, and got 
such a trem endous yi*:d th a t he debated 
w hether it w ouldn’t pay to build a spur- 
track from the railroad over to his yards to 
lighten 
th* labor of shipping them to 
m arket. 
Don’t keep the cocks after you have got 
all the setting eggs you want. A fricassee 
m akes a g' od. hearty dinner, and you’ve 
one less bird to feed when you have eaten 
him .—[New England farm er 
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Th* Farmer W ho Raises H is Own 
Fruit, is Doubly Paid. 
Form erly our fam ily was supplied w ith 
the sm all fruits from the garden near the 
house, 
'l he soil was heavy and liable to 
become hard, and it was not practicable to 
use home cultivation. The berries ripened 
at a tim e when it was convenient to let the 
poultry have their liberty, and for these 
reasons a fruit plantation was established 
at a distance of 30 reds from Hie farm 
buildings. The place nelected for use is on 
the south side of the highway, w here the 
so lisa sandy loam suitable for tho purpose, 
and w here the snow usually cover# the 
ground in w inter, but does not drift, which 
is an im portant point to be considered in 
determ ining the location of a fruit garden, 
Tho pl^t of ground used is 12 rods in length 
along Hie road, and nearly tljree rods in 
w din. 
Wiro forming i# used along Hie 
side, 
so 
th a t 
snow drifts 
are 
avoid­ 
ed, and portable board-icnc# panels a t tile 
cuds. for convenience in cultivating w ith a 
horse and 
in 
applying m anure. 
These 
panels are in place on v for a short tim e in 
tiio fall, when the cows are securing tho 
after Ie- d on the adjoin ng meadow. 
Fixe feel from the road fence is a row of 
black-caps, sos en feet from th at a row of red 
iv spherics, and seven feet from te a t a row 
of currents and gooseberries. Tne rem ain­ 
ing w idth is equally divided into three 
p ats, to be used in yearly rotation—lu st for 
gjreeu pease; second, new ly set straw herries, 
aud third, straw berries in full bearing, to 
be ulouglied up atter picking. 
H aving 
tried various m ethods, I shall hereafter set 
s*rawherry plants 18 inclus apart, in rows 
lour fe d apart. This w idth affords room 
for m atted rows, and for continued culti- 
vat on w ith the horse through the season, 
and little hand labor is needed. Two such 
rows. 12 tods long. will, w ith ord nary ctre 
and richness of soil, g.ve from 200 to 300 
Quarts (I berries. Last year we picked 300 
quarts, w hich m oved an 
am ple supply 
w hen fresh, aud for canning and jelly, and 
some surplus to sell or give away. 
The varieties th a t I now have of straw 
berries, black caps and rod 
raspberries 
afford a continuous supply of ripe, fresh 
fruit forthe table for full iw om offths, and I 
suppose th at w ith a belter select on the 
tim e m ight i e som- w hat lengthened. 
th e past w inier has been favorable, and 
very little dam age has been done to straw ­ 
berries or raspberries. A pait of th e red 
raspberries wore lieut down and held by a 
rail on the tips, v hieli m ethod Proved ratis- 
fuctoiy. as it required but little labor and 
tile canes were not broken by snow, resum ­ 
ing th eir natural position w hen th e w eight 
was removed. Tho canes treated in this 
way stare a little earlier, and appear more 
vigorous than the others. I shall hereafter 
lay them all do*', ii in This m anner, as it in- 
YO'ves nut little labor. 
W ith rows t v elve rods long and plenty of 
room 
between, 
m ost of the 
labor of 
the sm all fruit plantation can be done w ith 
a horse, and less th an one-fourth of an aero 
will give a fam ily of a dozen persons a full 
supply for tile year, and at m uch less cost 
thaw if tlie same am ount had been bought 
a t m arket rates. 
This cheap luxury of 
hom e ra s?d. fiesh-picked fruit is w ithin 
til* 1-t‘ach of every farm er's fam ily, as much 
of the labor eau Ie don# by children and 
invalids. 
' 
Those w hom se theivow n fruit are doubly 
paid- once with tho delicious b elr es them - 
se'vcs. and again ny tho satisfaction re­ 
ceived in their cultivation and grow th.— 
[Country G entlem an. 
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as disastrous results are often produced at 
this season by robbing. Colonies are weak 
in b' e#, and ar* not liable to protect tneir 
combs with such certainty as wbsa strong 
in numbers at other seasons of th* year. 
Hence we should be on our guard at the 
critical time. It should be ascertained if 
every colony bas a fertile queen. This is 
the best preventive. Colonies having de­ 
fective Queens are always the foundation 
of trouble, and such never fail t* come to 
naught if neglected. 
If good queens are 
not at hand to fill the deficiency, they 
should be united with other colonies con­ 
taining good fertile queens. 
No better evidence of the spread 
of 
m odern bee culture over the world has 
lately readied us, says Gleanings, than a 
little journal published in M ahon, Balearic 
islan d s east of Swain, entitled 
Revista 
Apicola (A picultural Review). It is edited 
by Francisco F.-A ndieu. and is thoroughly 
abreast w ith the ia cst im provem ents. Mr. 
A nuran has just bee* travelling through 
France and England, and has adopted the 
system m ost prevalent in the latter coun­ 
try. The large yield per colony m ade in 
E ngland seem s to astonish JVfr. A ndieu: 
but we a; em to th in k his as'onishm ent will 
increase when he h arna the large yields 
m ade by Edw in Franc*-, for instance, in 
hundreds of colonies. He speaks of apicul­ 
tu re in France as being in a very backw ard 
state. He says th a t in Hie G arden of Ac­ 
clim atization, in Baris, the cid box hives 
are shown as repr*sentative of apiculture in 
F rance today. T he journal has eight pages. 
and is published at a nom iual price, which 
doe* not seem to be stated. 
The Am erican A griculturist for May con­ 
tains the following on the use of Hie sw ann- 
ing-box. D uring the sw arm ing season every 
bee-keeper should provide him self w ith a 
‘ sw ariniiig-box.” This saves an im m ense 
am ount of labor, besides obvintinethe dam ­ 
age often com m itted on valuable fruit tiees 
and vines by cutting and m utilating them 
in order to detach sw arm s therefrom , This 
box mdy be m ade 10x14 inches, inside 
m easurem ent. It should be perforated w ith 
ninny holes three q u a rto s or one in c h in 
diam eter; a pole eight or IO feet long should 
be fastened through the centro of the box, 
so th a t it m ar balance. After a s warm has 
pretty well settled on a branch of a tree, 
the box m ay be pinked up into th e c 'u s te r 
of bees. when they will ordinarily take to 
it and occupy it. If they should not do so 
readily, the box. being open a t one end,may 
De held under the sw arm , when, by giving 
the lim b a jar. a portion of the bees becomo 
dislodged into the box. The rem ainder 
will readily alight on tho sam e, and all may 
be carried to the stand. 
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Valuable Rem edies for M ildew. 
A few years ago, in France, discovery was 
m ade of a rem edy for or preventive of m il­ 
dew of piants.and in 1887 our com m issioner 
of agriculture m ade this discovery known 
to the farm ers of the United States. U nder 
direction of Professor F. L. Scribner, U nited 
States mycologist, I tested (his new rem edy 
for m ildew iii the vineyard, and m ade a d e ­ 
tailed report of trials and results to th e De­ 
partm ent of A griculture, by w hich it will 
soon be published. Five different com bi­ 
nations of the rem edy—sulphate of cop­ 
p er—w ere tried, and for the inform ation of 
leaders of the R ural it m ay suffice to 
stat* 
here 
th a t 
the 
preferable 
one 
was found to be the Bordeaux m ixture. 
Dissolve IG pounds of copper sulphate in 22 
gallons of w ater. In another vessel slake 
20 pounds of lim e in six gallons of water. 
W hen the latter m ixture is coo.*d pour it 
slowly into the copper solution. Mix the 
two solutions by constant stirring. Have 
this com pound ready some days befi re re­ 
c u re d for use. fltir the m ixture well be­ 
fore applying w hich m ay be bi st done 
w ith the Vermorel spraying m achine or 
w ith the E u rek a sprayer, invented by 
Adam W eaker of Vineland. N .J. Possibly 
one-half of the quantity of copper sulphate 
prescribed for th e Bordeaux m ixture m ay 
be enough. This chem ical m ay be best dis­ 
solved by first pulverizing it, and by hot 
w at-r. 
Sundry experim enters last year 
carelessly m isunderstood sulphate of co r­ 
pl r to m ean copperas. Sulphate of copper 
is com m only know n as blue vitriol. Cop­ 
peras la sulphate of iron, or green vitriol. 
The Bordeaux m ixture should be appl ed 
to the plant in a spray so soon as the It aves 
are form ed, and a t intervals of, say, four 
weeks tlierearter, until the fruit begins to 
ripen. 
Mildew is thus 
prevented from 
growing on th e foliage, or 
th* fungus 
grow th, having be«un. is aborted. As jc t I 
know of no chem ical preventive of the 
black rot ol the grape. The growth of this 
fungus is w ithin the fruit, where no appli­ 
cation can reach it. To keep the grape ti oui 
rotting, the infecting germ m ust be ex­ 
cluded, and this m ay d« don* by enclosing 
the cluster in a paper bag, provided th a t the 
bag be applied before the fruit is infected. 
The earliness of this infection depends on 
th* w eather. In Vineland, N. J., in 1887. 
the grape rot appeared as soon as the grapes 
w ere form ed. Yet. w hen th* season is ad­ 
verse to fungus de\^lopm ent. grape rot may 
not become epidem ic until Hie grape is 
nearly or quite full grown. It is safest, how­ 
ever, to put on the grape lag s as soon as 
possible. Many viticulturists report having 
bagged their grapes before blooming, and 
w ith satisfactory results. O thers say they 
have tried this, and the blossoms failed to 
fructify. The testim ony for and against 
this practice, in V ineland, is about equal. I 
shalf try th e experim ent this season. P er­ 
haps there m ay bo a difference in the self- 
fructifying powers o f different varieties. 
A nother preventive of grape rot, and also 
of m ildew. I have found in roofing the 
trellis w ith boards or with cotton cloth. 
W ith the latter m aterial this protection 
costs about *6 per lo o yards of trellis. E x­ 
pensive in tho original outlay, this sam* 
shelter will last four years, and for the 
m ore delicate and valuable varieties of the 
grape it will pay.—[Rural New Yorkor.

Am erican Bee Journal: W. Z. H utchinson 
wisely rem arks th a t to jiroduce comb hon* y 
in abundance bees m ust be strong in num ­ 
bers at the beginning *f the honey harvest, 
and to secure this desirable condition feed­ 
ing m u t be carri* d ca uninterruptedly for 
a t least two m onths previous to the opening 
of the honey harvest. Aside from food in 
abundance, w arm th is. the great requisite 
for breeding. A colony cf b e e s generates 
sufficient heat, but ve y m uch of it is lost 
by 
radiation. 
Warm, beaut ful spring 
w eather is som etim es followed by a severe 
freeze, which chills some of th* brood. 
An exchange wisely makes the following 
seasonable suggestions: Stim ulative feed­ 
ing in early spring often produces robbing. 
'Anis should be carefully guarded against, 


Spanish needle, pigeon grass or foxtail, 
w ild buckw heat, ragweed, pigweed, wild 
m ustard, tum blew eed and w ild sunflower 
are all annuals. 
Any m eans th a t will 
destroy the seed gets the start of them , but 
all of these seeds have a w onderful vitality. 
Plough them under, and leave them there 
fo ra num ber of years; plough the ground 
again a t tho sam e depth, and they will arise 
in all their old-tinie glory. For land th at 
has become very foul w ilh any or all of 
these varieties, plough around, and when 
dry enough burn off the stubble, or w hat­ 
ever is on it. In the spring go over w ith 
seeder and harrow the sam e way as In seed­ 
ing; let it rem ain until the 15th or 20th of 
June, then plough under, one half to one 
inch deeper th an tile previous season. All 
the seed near the surface will by th a t tim e 
have germ inated; the ploughing will de­ 
stroy them , aud also bring to the surface all 
seed th rt had been ploughed under the Hrfu- 
soii before. Plough again in tho fall befi.ro 
wocds go to seed. B ut don’t cu t th e weeds 
along the hedge rows, around old straw 
stacks, and iii the fence corners, or you 
m ight then lo e th e se d w hich m ight be a 
m isfortune; and don’t clean your seed grain 
for tho sam e reason. Morning glory and 
C anada thistle ale both annuals and peren­ 
nials, grow ing both from seed and root. 
Mow ami burn : don’t allow ih*m to go to 
seed. Plough land deep about the m iddle 
of August and le a \e until spring. Tile Au­ 
gust sun and w im er’s frost on the exposed 
roots will have done their work. 
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W hat Farmers Should K now . 
B uckw heat is usually sown in J u l o , after 
the soil has become thoroughly warm ed. 
It would not be safe to b o w it m uch after 
tho first of July, aud in northern New E ng­ 
land th at would De too late for a sure crop, 
as it is injured by frosts. It requires w-arm, 
dry land, a sandy loam being preferable to 
heavy clay soils. If the soil is fertile a half 
bushel of soed will be sufficient for an acre. 
lf sown too thickly en g( od land th* straw 
w ill be weak and liahlo to lodge, and thus 
reduce the yield of grain. Forty bushels is 
a goad yield per acre, but the average is not 
m ort than one-third as m uch. B uckw heat 
is one of the staple grain crops in Con­ 
necticut, and why it is not grown m ore gen­ 
erally in ether portions of Now E ngland is 
a question not easily answered. 
It will 
often produce well on land too poor for 
other gram s, but it like# good laud as well 
as do other crops. 
The hrst way to keep a cornfield clean is 
to big n dragging it celure th* com comes 
up, cr just before it bleaks thiough the 
ground, w ith a drag bavin,' slim and slant­ 
ing teeth, flu* Ii drags are generally lighter 
than those used for harrow ing in grain. Be­ 
ginning riius early, tho whole surface is 
stirred so th at no gra>-8 or weeds are able to 
get a start even In the corallin. The season 
perm itting, this dragging should be kept up 
once or twice a week t ll the corn is five or 
six inches nigh. The advantage of dragging 
is th a t you get over a large held in a short 
tlnn.-, for tho drag sweeps several rows at 
once. aud it cleans the grass from th e hills 
as from the open spaces 
It does not de­ 
stroy the corn plant, because the teein are 
slender aud slant back. To one who bas 
>,ever teen it done it rn av seem I ke ru n . 
hat I have noticed th at those v, ho once try 
it alw a sh e ep it up. After this we culti­ 
vate univ in til* npvn rows, and the hills are 
k -I t clean bv cloni g up to them and by 
throw ing th e soil in am ong thorn, thus 
covering un any grass or weeds th a t may 
w ant to start anew.—[Lewis Onion.son. 
Many of the breeding liens wi I become 
broody this month, but can bo easily broken 
up. Do not allow them to rem ain on the 
nest over night, b u t remove them to a sepa­ 
rate apartment, where there are no nests, 
and feed with nutritious food. In three or 
four der* they may m returned t* th* 


breeding-yard in good condition for laying. 
If fowls are hand ed in this way they will 
begin laying in a week or ten days from the 
tim e they becom e broody, 8 me will tor­ 
ture them by p acing them in cold w ater or 
by starv atio n ; but it takes the fowl longer to 
recover from the inhum an treatm en t th an 
to change hor ideas by the proper m ethod. 
In raising turkeys it is better to have 
them hatched out a little late* than t* o 
early. The young birds have n et m uch 
vita ity, and chilly w eather is pretty sure 
to take off m any o f them . It is a good plan 
to have them hatched out under common 
hens rath er th an turkey hens, as the 
form er are better m others, and are not 
given to roam ing the farm . The young 
birds should be given cooked food princi­ 
pally. and, as they have good appetites, 
thev m ay be fed eight or ten tim es a day. 
As 'dampness is fatal to young tu rk ey s they 
should not be let out of tho coop u n til the 
dew is off tho grass. 
The common hazel bush is a very hardy 
plant, and w hen once well established in a 
pasture the task of eradicating it has some­ 
tim es proved a difficult one. It has been 
found, however, th a t if tho bushes are cut 
in the fall, after tho ground is fro en hard, 
but few shoots will m ake their appearance. 
A stout bus i scythe or hush hook is tho 
proper utensil for cutting the bushes, w h k h 
siiould be clone as close to the ground as 
possible.

on th* ground, covered by the clum ps 
of 
bushes,

which sow on a quantity of grass seed, 
and scratch the ground w ith a garden rake. 
The roots of swam p alders and other bushes 
which are cu t when tho ground is frozen 
bard in th e fall seldom throw up shoots as 
thev will if the I ushes are cut at any other 
season of the year. 
Sheep are close feodets, *nd can get a bile 
earlier than any oilier dom estic anim al. 
But ewes suckling lam b will need grain 
early to keep them in flesh, w hile tho suc­ 
culent grass stim ulates m ilk production, 
later in the Benson Hie iam b dem ands rn re 
m ilk just as tho failing pas tu es m ake less. 
It is then th a t an aim fu l of cut clover in 
bl* oui co eacfi eight or ten sheep m akes a 
valuable addition to tile pas ure feed. It 
may bo varied w ith occasional cuttings of 
green oats, which just before they beach out 
are very ricli an a succulent feed. 
Good tillage is im portant, not only as it 
serves to exterm nato weeds, to facilitate 
the d gestion of vegetable food, and to ni x 
and incorporate th s food w ith earth y m at­ 
ters, but as it breaks and m ellows the soil, 
and enables th e roots of plants to rang© 
freely in search of this food. 
Wood ashes, whero available, are tho 
cheapest fertilizer for fru it trees. In their 
absence, bone m anure three parts, and m u­ 
riate of potash (German salts) of high grade, 
one part, have 
the strong indorsem ent 
of the M assachusetts A gricultural College 
Wells should be at least OO fe d from any 
vault or cesspool, and alw ays on the up hill 
side of til* w ater-bear ng strata. Slops, rub­ 
bish and garbage should not be throw n 
around the house, as the rains soak up the 
decaying m atter and carry it into tho well. 
The earth is a good filter, but it becomes 
full aud will not absorb any m ore im puri­ 
ties from the w ater soaking through the 
soil. 
M ajor Alvord says th a t in m any cases the 
sim plest way to add a silo to th e farm 
equipm ent is to devote to this purpose 
space in one corner of a well-fram ed bam , 
previously used for other ^forage. In the 
case of a bank barn tile silo m ay extend 
from the cellar upw ards, and to m ake it air­ 
tight, as well as to let th e silage m aterial 
settle freely, it should be lined w ith dressed 
plank. 
Te#t your seed corn before planting it. It 
is easily done, and it m ay save you from no 
sm all I OSS. If th® trial shows th a t half the 
grains have lost th eir vitality it is m uch 
better to know this in tim e th an to plant 
tho seed and get only half a crop. 
My m ethod of breaking up setting hens is 
to confine them in an outside coop on the 
ground, w here they are fed and watered, 
but w here there is no nest. In tw o or three 
days I let them out at night, when. if they 
persist in setting, they retu rn to th e nests; 
or they ta n go on to the perches. After 
dark I look over the nests and carry nut the 
setters again, till they finally give it up and 
return to the business of laying. It requires 
a little care and work. but it is a legitim ate 
charge upon the business, unless provided 
against', by keeping non-sotters only, which 
I do for th e m ost part. 
Level cultivation is no doubt best for 
corn; the old plan of furrow ing up against 
the hills of all hoed field crops has gone out 
w ith the best farm ers, and for level culture 
probably no im plem ent is equal to tile 
spring tooth cultivator. 
If one proposes to p lan t early varieties of 
potatoes for th e m ain crop, and would ob­ 
tain a largo yield, th e land m ust be m ade 
tw ice as n eb as for varieties th a t would be 
twice as long in com ing to m aturity. 
In dairy farm ing, w hen half th e m ilk, 
butter or cheese goes to pay for food, the 
profit of th e business is gone. Today it is a 
question of the first consequence now to 
keen m ilch cows at tho lowest possible cost 
w hile getting from them the highest pos­ 
sible product. 
A new, cheap aud effective insect killer is 
composed of ope p art m uriate of potash in 
1000 parts of water. 


EAT TO LIVE. 


Three Simple Rule# W hich are Ig­ 
nored w ith Serious R esult*. 
[Housewife.] 
As a universal rule in health, and w ith 
very rare exceptions in disease, th a t is best 
to be eaten w hich Hie appetite craves or the 
taste relishes. 
Persons rarely err in the 
quality of food e a te n ; nature s instincts are 
wisest regulator# in this respect. The great 
source* of m ischief from eating are th r e e - 
quantity, frequency, 
rapidity—and 
from 
Hies* com e the hoirible dyspepsias which 
m ake of hum an life a burden, a torture, a 
living death. 
By eating fast, the stom ach, like a bottle, 
being filled through a funnel, is full und 
overflowing beiore we know it. But Hie 
m ost im portant leason is, th e food is sw al­ 
lowed before tim e lias been 
allowed to 
divide it iu sufficiently sm all pieces w ith 
the teeth ; for, like ice in atu m b lero f w ater, 
the sm aller the bits are the sooner are they 
dissolved. It has been seen w itli th e naked 
eye th a t if solid food is cut up in pieces 
sm all as half a pea, it digests alm ost as soon. 
w ithout being chewed at all, as if it had 
been well m asticated. The best plan. there­ 
fore. is for all persons to thus com m inute 
their food; is even if it is well chewed the 
comm nution to no injury, w hile it is of 
very great im portance in case of hurry, for­ 
getfulness or bad teeth. Cheerful conversa­ 
tion prevents rapid eating. 
It requires about five hours for a common 
m eal to dissolve and pass out of Hie stom ­ 
ach. during w hich tim e this organ is inces­ 
santly at work, when it m ust have repose, 
as any other m uscle or set of m uscles, after 
such a length of effort. 
Hence persons 
should not eat w ithin less th an a rive hours’ 
interval. The heart itself is at rest more 
than one-third of its tim e. 
T he brain 
per shes 
w ithout 
repose. 
N ever 
force 
food 
on 
the 
stom ach. 
All 
are 
tired w hen n ight comes. 
Every muscle 
of tim body is weary and looks to th e bed, 
but just as we lie down to rest every other 
part of tho body, if we by a hearty meal give 
the stom ach five hours’ work, which in its 
weak state requires a m uch longer tim e to 
perform th an at an earlier hour of the day, 
it is like im posing upon a servant a full 
day’s labor just at the close of a hard day's 
work. 
Hence the unwisdom of 
eating 
heartily late in the day or evening; and no 
wonder it has cost m any a m an his life. 
Always breakfast before work or exercise. 
No laborers or active persons should eat 
an atom later than sundow n, ana then it 
should not be ovor half the m idday meal. 
Persons of sedentary habits, or who are at 
all ailing should take absolutely nothing 
for sim per beyond a single piece of cold 
stale bread and butter, or a snip biscuit 
t v th u single cup of drink. Such a supper 
will alw ays give better sleep, and prepare 
for a lieai tier breakfast, w ith Hie advantage 
of having Hie exercise of the whole day 10 
grind it up and extract its 
nutrim ent.

TARIFF AND COPYRIGHT. 


The attempt of the war-tariff newspapers 
to identify the cause of liich-pre lectionism 
with the cause of international copyright 
must end in failure. There is no analogy 
between the two. 
Here, for instance, is an able organ of the 
war-tariff monopolies, the 
Philadelphia 
North American, accusing Harper’s Weekly 
of inconsistency because it favors what the 
North American calls "free trade,” and at 
the same time favors the international 
copyright, which 
tne 
North American 
assumes to be a protection measure. 
But international copyright and tariff 
protection are utterly dissimilar. The copy 
right simply seeks to secure to the literary 
laborer the right of property in the work of 
hi* brains, just as the man who, working 
for himself, produces a pair of boots, is en­ 
titled to the ownership of the boots. Tariff 
protection, on tile contrary, takes away a 
part of the product of every m an’s labor 
whether by hand or brain, to give it to those 
manufacturers whom the tariff system spa 
cially benefits or protects. The one secures 
the right of the laborer to the result of his 
labor; the other impairs that right, because 
a part of that which every man earns or 
produces must go, not to gratify his own de­ 
sires, but to pay subsidies to the few pro­ 
tected ones. 
No; the principle of International copy­ 
right is consistent with the fundamental 
principle of tariff reform—the securing to 
each man, woman and child, as nearly as 
may be, the full reward for his or her labor. 


HIGH PROTECTIONIST AUDACITY. 


It wa* only after seeing that the American 
people had endured in patience for 20 years 
of peace the excessive taxation required by 
the necessities of war that Senator F r y e . 
in 1882, boldly declared himself to be a 
protectionist from principle, irrespective of 
the requirements of revenue. He was the 
first congressman during nearly a century 
of lariff legislation thus to put himself on 
record, and he was joined by Mr. R u s s e l l 
of the ways and means committee of thfe 
House, along with one or two other bold 
spirits. Since that time the advocates of 
protection, not as a means to an end. hut as 
an end in itself, have grown bolder and 
bolder. 
^ 
lf the nursing of special industries and 
greedy monopolies is to become a fixed, 
legitimized principle under the clause of 
the Constitution which gives Congress the 
power to regulate commerce, we have en­ 
tered upon a system of national legislation 
of which C l a y , "the father of tho American 
system,” never dreamed, and which W e b ­ 


s t e r would not have dared to whisper. 
In so far as protection puts itself upon 
broad national grounds, with due regard to 
the requirements of the government "hon­ 
estly and economically administered," it is 
not of necessity inimical to democracy. To 
the extent that it becomes a privileged 
class motive in legislation, inviting and 
sanctioning the scramble of selfish special 
interests, rather than directed to the wel­ 
fare of the nation at largo, it is a retreat 
back upon the paternal order of govern­ 
ment, and is fraught with most serious 
dangers to the integrity of American insti­ 
tutions. 
The Democratic party still rests funda­ 
mentally upon the old bed rock of govern­ 
ment for the whole people, as against class 
legislation. All its instincts and traditions 
are opposed to fostering special interests, 
except it be incidentally necessary to the 
welfare of all. To defend class aid as a 
principle in itself is a stroke of audacity 
which was never ventured upon until re­ 
cently, when the war-tariff advocates were 
driven to tho wall for arguments to justify 
the continued infliction of onerous taxes 
far in excess of the needs of the govern­ 
ment. 
The thing which Republican politicians 
now call protection is not the thing which 
was contemplated by our fathers of 178ft, 
when, after long deliberation, they con­ 
sented to a slight tax on a few imported 
articles to meet and counteract the dire 
distress following the Revolution. It is not 
the thing contemplated by H e n r y C l a y , 
"Father of the American system,” when in 
1815 he asked for a tax of 25 per cent., and 
severely defined his measure bb one not 
justifying any class protection, except as it 
might be incidental to the general welfare, 
The protection now contemplated by Re­ 
publican politicians is fortified by a "tariff 
of abominations,” such as forced the groat 
reaction of 1833. Driven to their trumps, 
these partisans of monopoly now make bold 
openly to justify class legislation under the 
abused name of protection. But before next 
November a flood of wholesome light will be 
turned upon the dangerous departure thus 
proposed from the original principles which 
made a government, of the people, by the 
people, and for the people, possible.

INTER-PLANETARY COMMUNICATION. 


A Europeau astronomer. M. P e r r o t in , 
has recently made the positive discovery, as 
he supposes, that the planet Mars is in 
habited. It m ar not be the home of men 
and women like ourselves, but unless this 
astronomer is much at fault, its inhabitants 
are beings possessing a high degree of intel­ 
ligence. civilization and scientific develop­ 
ment 
It has long been known that the surface of 
the planet is cut up by long and narrow seas 
and correspondingly long and narrow strips 
of land. This must make marine commerce 
rather indirect and inconvenient for the 
planetary merchants. A glance at the map 
of Mars shows that a few great interoceanic 
canals would be of immense benefit to com­ 
merce.

If it be true that the next planet to the 
earth in point of distance from the sun is 
indeed inhabited by beings capable of un­ 
dertaking these stupendous feats of engi­ 
neering, it is entirely probable that they are 
not inferior to ourselves in general civiliza­ 
tion and scientific knowledge. It follows 
that they are, in all probability, already 
aware of the great works of engineering on 
til© earth, like the Suez canal, the Panama 
and the Nicaragua canals, and the Tehuan­ 
tepec ship railway. Indeed, telescopes only

C H IN ES E ’ PIR ATES 


Ban 
F rancisco, Cal., May 24,—The 
China steamer yesterday brought news of 
an 
extraordinary 
wrack of tho costly 
steamer Ban Pablo, which occurred April 24 
on a reef oil Turnabout island, in the For­ 
mosa straits,oil the Chinacoast. Only brief 
cable repoits had been received of the dis­ 
aster. It seems from the accounts sent by 
thissteamor from Nagasaki by Captain Reed 
cf the San Pablo that tho vessel struck a 
sunken rock in a thick foj early .in the 
morning. Every one was aroused, and the 
captain soon saw that the vessel must be 
abandoned, as she was filling fast, and 
showed a tendency to capsize. Just before 
the lifeboats were ready to be lowered 
a 
swarm 
of 
Chinese piratical 
junks 
came 
fropi the neighboring mainland. 
The 
queer-looking 
vessels 
sailed 
in 
line 
of 
battle, 
and 
Captain 
Roed, 
realizing the danger his charges were in, 
made preparations to repel the attack. The 
pirates, however, came in such overwhelm­ 
ing numbers that before any demonstration 
could bo made on board the sinking vessel 
the pirates were climbing up the ship s 
Bides. They wore led by a man who was 
armed with a out I ass and a large revolver. 
His shipmates were also heavily armed. 
Captain Herd passed revolvers and guns 
among the passengers and crew, and, after 
a furious fusilade, the coolies were beaten 
off. 
They rallied, however, and made a 
second and more desperate attem pt to 
board the San Pablo, which was last set­ 
tling in the water.

His text was frotn Isaiah, xxxiii., 23: “The 
lame take the j rev.” He said: 
The utter demolition of the Assyrian 
host was hero predicted. Not only robust 
men should so forth and (rather tho s o Is 
of conquest, but even mon crippled of arm 
and crippled of foot should go out and cap­ 
ture much that was valuably. Their phys­ 
ical disadvantages should not hinder their 
Brent enrichment. Men labor under seem­ 
ingly great disadvantages, and amid tho 
most unfavorable circumstances, yet mak­ 
ing grand 
achievements, gett'ng great 
blessing for themselves, great blessing for 
the world, great blessing for the church, 
and so “the lame take tho prey.” 
Many of the great poets, painters, orators, 
historians and heroes of the world had 
something to keep them back, and pull 
them down, and impede their way, and 
cripple their physical or their intellectual 
im m inent, and yet they pushed on and 
pushed up until they reached the spoils of 
worldly success, and amid the huzza of 
nations and centuries “the lame took the 
prey?” 
You know that a vast multitude cf these 
men started under tile disadvantage of 
al -scute parentage. But what is true ,11 arcu­ 
la^ directions is more true in spiritual and 
religious directions, and I proceed to prove 
it. I her are in all communities many in­ 
valids. They aducre to their occupations, 
but they go panting along the streets with 
exhaustions, and at eventide they lie down 
on the lounge v. itll 1 things beyond all 
medicament. They have tried ad prescrip­ 
tions they have gone throng!) all the cures 
which were proclaimed infallible, aud they 
have come now to surrender to perpetual 
ailments. They cons der they are among 
many disadvantages; and when they see 
those who are bito ant ti nea th pass by, 
they a1 mo tenvy their robust frames aim 
easy respiration. 
But I have noticed among that invalid 
class those who have tho 
G reatest. K n o w leilg ’' of th e Sill,ie, 
who are in nearest intimacy with Jesus 
Christ, who have the most glowing experi­ 
ences of the truth, who have had tho most 
remarkable answers to prayer, and who 
have most exhilarant anticipations of 
heaven. The temptations which weary us 
who are in robust health they have con­ 
quered. These are the lame that take the 
prey. 
A step further: Through raided letters 
tile art of priming has been brought to the 
at)clition of tho blind. You tako up the 
Bible for tim blind, and you close your eyes, 
and you run jour fingers over the rats. d 
letters, and you say; “Why. I never could 
get any information in this way. What a 
slow, lumberous way of reading! God 
help the blind.” And yet I find among 
the blind, the deaf and the dumb, the most 
thorough acquaintance with Cod’s word. 
Bhut out from all other sources ot informa­ 
tion, no sooner does their bend touch the 
raised letter titan they gathe" a prater. 
Without eyes, they look od upon the king 
doms of God’s love. Witiiou hearing, they 
ca ch the minstrelsy of tho skies. 
Dumb, 
yet with pencil, or with irradiated counten­ 
ance, they declare the glory of God. 
While many with good vis.on closed their 
eyes in the night, aud ii any who had a 
good, artistic and c al'urod ear wont down 
into discord, these a doted ones cried unto 
the Lord in their trouble, and Ho made 
their sorrows their advantage, and so “the 
lame took the prey.” 
A step further: There are those in all 
communities who toil mightily foraliveli- 
li od. They have scant wages. Perhaps 
they are diseased, or have physical tnfirma- 
tics so they are hindered from do ng a c o n ­ 
tinuous day’s work. They never ride in tho 
street car; they cannot afford tho five 
cents. They never see any pictures save 
those in tile show-window on the street. 
Tom which tiny are often jostled. Vet 
many of them live on mountains of trans­ 
figuration. They talk often of the good 
t Hies that are corning. This world has no 
charm tor them. hut lie :ven entrance s their 
spirit, They often divide tiiei scant crust 
with some tot lorn wietch who knocks at 
their door at night, and on the Ii ast of the 
night wind, as the door opens to let them 
in, is heard the voice of Him who said, “I 
v as hungry and ye fed me.” No cohort of 
heaven will be too bright to transport them. 
By God s bel]) they have vanqu shed the 
Assyrian h st. Lame, lame, yet they took 
Hie prey. 
A step further: There are in all com mu 
uities many orphans. During our last war 
and in the yens immediately following, 
how many child en w 
heard say: “Oh! 
my father was killed in tho war.” Have 
you ever noticed -I fear you have not—how 
well tlioso children have turin d out? Start­ 
ing under the greatest ad\ autogenic orphan 
acyloin could do for them what their 
lather would have done had ho lived. 
Those children came un under g.eat disad­ 
vantage. No lather to tight th ir way for 
them. Perhaps them was in tho old lamiiy 
Bible an o d yellow letter 1 nsted fast, which 
told the story of that father's long march, 
and how he suffeitd in the ho pita!; but 
they I o cd st ll fat tiler on in the Bible, and 
t icy came to tho story of how God is the 
F a t t i e r o f t h e F a t h e r l e s s , 
and the widow’s portion, and they soon took 
their father’s place in that household. They 
battled the way for their mother. 
They 
came on un and many of thorn have, in the 
years since the war. taken positions in 
church and Stato. 
While many of those 
v ho suffered nothing during those t ines 
have had their sons ga out nto lives of in- 
indolenco and vagabondage, these who 
Started under so many disadvantages, be­ 
cause 1 hey wore so early bereft, these are 
the lame who took tho prey. 
A step further; 
There are those who 
would like to do good. They say. “Oh! if 
J only had won Un, or if I had eloquent e, or 
if I had high social p aition, how much I 
would accomplish for God and the church!” 
I stand hero today to tell you that you 
have great opportunities for usefulness. 
Who arc those who have built these vast 
c ties? Tho capitalists? No; the carpen­ 
ters. tim masons, the plumbers, the plaster­ 
ers, the tinners, he roofers, dependent on a 
day’s vi axes lor a livelihood. And so rn the 
g eat work of assuaging human suffering 
and enlightening human ignorance aud 
halting Human iniquity. The trouble is 
that, in the army of Ohr s we all want lo 
bo captains and colonels ami brigadier- 
generals. 
We are not willing to march 
with Hie rank and file and to do duty with 
the private soldier. As volt go down the 
street you see an excavation and four or 
five men are working, and perhaps 20 - r 30 
loaning on tho rail looking oyer at thorn. 
That is the way it is in the church of God 
today; where you find < ne Lh istian hard 
at work there are 5i> men witching the job. 
Oh. my friends, why do you not go to 
work and preach this Gospel? You say: “I 
h ive no pulpit.” You have, it may bo the 
carpenter’s bench, it may be the mason’s 
wail. The robo in vv hich you are to proclaim 
this Gospel may be a shoemaker's apron. 
But woe unto you if you preach not this 
gospel somewhere, somehow! If this world 
1- ever brought to Christ it will I e ’brough 
tho unanimous and long-continued efforts 
of men who, waiting for no special endow­ 
ment. consecrate to God what ihoy have. 
Anti ng tin' most useless people iii the world 
a e men with ten talents, while many a one 
with 1 lily two talents, or no t alent a; all, is 
doing a groat work, and so “the lame take 
the prey.” 
There are thousandsof ministers of whom 
you have never in aid—in log cabins at the 
V est, in mission chapels at the East—who 
are warring aga ast tile 'egions of darkness, 
successfully warring. Oh, this 
W o r k o f Sin v in s th e Y o u th 
of our country, how few appreciate what it 
is! 
This generation tramping on to the 
grave, we will soon all be gene. Oh! my 
friends, I want to impress upon myself and 
upon yourselv es that it is not tfro number 
of talents we possess, but tho use we make 
of them. There are a groat many people 
discouraged about getting to heaver,. You 
are brought up in good families, you 
had 
Christian 
parentage; 
but 
you 
frankly 
tell 
me 
that 
you 
are 
lout) miles away Irom the right track. 
I 
will tell you how you 
got astray. 
It was not maliciousness on your part. 
It 
was perhaps through the geniality and 
sociability of your nature that you fell into 
sin. 
You wandered away from your duty, 
you unconsciously left the house of God. 
You admit the gi spel to he true, and yet 
you have so grevously and so prolonged^- 
wandered, von say rescue is impossible. 
it would tiGo a wcok to count up the 
names of those in heaven who w einer 
earth w Tse than you tell me you are. lhe>i 
went the whole round of iniquity, they d s- 
craced themselves, they disgraced their 
household, th ey despaired of re tu rn be­ 
cause th e ir rep u tatio n w as gone, their prop­ 
erty was gone, e v e ry th in g was g o n e; but in 
Some boul lik e this they h o ard the voice of 


God and throw themselves on tho divine 
compassion, and thoy rose up more than 
conquerors. 
And I tell you there is the 
same chance for yon. That is one reason 
why I like to preach this gospel, so free a 
gospel, so tremendous a gospel. It takes a 
man all wrong and makes him all right. 
Iii a former settlement where I preached 
a member of my congregation quit Mio 
house of God. qui! respectable circle *, went 
into all styles of s n, and was slain of his 
iniquity.

Blessed 
be God that we are, this Sabbath, one week 
nearer ’lie obliteration of all the inequali­ 
ties of this life Him all its disquietudes.

God grant that when our last moment 
comes we may be found at our post doing 
our w hole duty; and when the mists ol tho 
river of death gatlior on our eyelids may 
the good P.lo' take the wheel from our 
lianas and guide us into the calm harbor of 
eternal rest!

LABOR NOTES. 


Of I n te r e s t to T ra d e* U n io n ist * a n d 
K nig h t* of lo b o r, 
H ie bakery wagon drivers of New York 
are organized as a union. 
The• Plymouth striking cigarmakcrs have 
started a co operative shop. 
Tho House has concurred in the child 
labor bill as amended by the Senate. 
The strike of woodcarvers at Pprcchester 
has been settled iii favor of the strikers. 
The scabs on the Reading railroad are get­ 
ting it “ ,r tile neck” from the company. 
A dollar can afford to loaf better than a 
laborer. This is the secret of tile succossVff 
capital. 
The number of shoemakers on strike at 
Berun, Germany, tor a .'to per tent, ad­ 
vance is said to be about 3000. 
The Labor Stage of Amsterdam, N. Y., is 
booming tho union la id , bavng been the 
first to take un the general idea. 
A revival of interest is perceptible among 
the trades unions and Knights of Labor in 
tills city, particularly the trades unions. 
Minneapolis 
Woodcarvers’ Assoc ation 
has been granted a charter by the National 
Association, the fifth since last October. 
The American Federation of Labor has, 
through its president, .Samuel (rompers. 
scut out an appeal in behalf of the locked- 
out bro we: s. 
Tile German House Painters’ Union of 
New York wishes it understood that it will 
recognize the lards of any union men and 
Knights of Irabor. 
Tile next convention of the Brotherhood 
ot ti e Carpenters will take place at Detroit 
the hist .benday m August. Delegates will 
I e elected by local unions tile first meeting 
in June. 
Trusts and combinations are wiping out 
small concerns so last that self-preservation 
will compel the small manufacturer ami 
bushless man to join hands with the labor 
oigani/.ations. 
C. H. Litehman lias been superseded by 
A.M. Dewey in the editorship of tho Jour­ 
nal of United Labor, lur. Dewey is from 
Detroit, a printer by trade, aud last year a 
general lecturer of the order. 
Typographical unions Nos. <5 and 7 of 
New Yolk have appointed a joint commit­ 
tee to endeavor to settle the difficulty now 
existing between them in regard to the 
jurisdiction over a certain printing office. 
A Presbyterian minister in a recent ad­ 
dress in New York city told how the car­ 
men on the Third avenue line in that city 
were obliged to work longer and received 
less wages than other men in the business 
because they were not iii a union. 
Alter five years of struggling and poverty, 
the Denver Labor Enquirer, founded by 
Joseph K. Buchanan, has suspends, killed 
by neglect and tho treachery oi those who 
should have been Its friends. It did not 
live in vain, for during its existence it did 
mighty work. 
During the year 1887, Arlington Co-oper­ 
ative Association, Beverly Cooperative 
Associat or., Brockton Co-operative Boot 
.rad Shoe Company, Equal Rights Co-opera­ 
tive Assot ia tiu aud Progressive Coopera­ 
tive Association in tills State each increased 
their capital stock. 
The cabinetmakers at Rennes. France, 
who have been on strike for the past three 
months, held a meeting last week at which 
a secret ballot was taken as to whether tho 
strike stn raid be cont nued. Die result of 
•.he b Blot was unanimously in favor of the 
continuation of the strike. 
No organization has developed so much 
strength as tho carpenters’ organization iii 
Massachusetts, 
i ii is 
lias 
neon accom­ 
plished by a number of men who have gone 
ahead in spite of not being accomplished 
orators; nut by dint of bard w o k have 
educated themselves in the business of or­ 
ganizing. 
The New Haven bakers are asking that 
II hours constitute a week's work, includ­ 
ing one hour for dinner tor the first, five 
days and rn hours on Saturday: no fiundav 
or Saturday night work; only union men 
to be employed; minimum wages; $1(5 per 
week for Iii st hands. $12 for second hands, 
without hoard; no member to board with 
his employer. 
It is a strange course of action that per­ 
mits the cair ntersof this city who were 
mainly instrumental in having the Social­ 
ists excluded from the Central Labor Union 
to accept the services of such well-known 
Soc alists as C. S. Griffin and Mrs. Merri­ 
field in building up their organization. It 
seems as though they were good enough to 
work for but not to sit with tho carpenters. 
The total membership of the Ctgarmak- 
ers’ international Union is 20,5(5(5. Tho 
total sum paid in by the membership dur­ 
ing the year 1887 amounted to $138,880.78. 
After defraying the expenses of tho Inter­ 
n a l anil bony and 300 local unions, the oi- 
garmakers had, on Jan. I. a cash balance on 
hand of $227,228.24. During the year tho 
sum of £40,281 was paid to members trav­ 
elling in search of employment. Sick bene­ 
fits were paid to the amount of $63,000, and 
death benefits $8350. 
They expended in 
strikes $13,871, 
Tne carpct-wor kent have the best organiza­ 
tion, not only in New York, but iii tile 
country. This is old 1). A. 1.5(5, or ‘ John 
Morrison s district," as it was called. There 
are 2000 members in the city, all cml),oyes 
of E. S. Higg 11s & Co. Nearly one-half of 
them are gills and young women, and—par­ 
don tile emotion—they are as pretty as they 
lire good and true to the cause of labor. 
Eveiy employe of these mills is a member 
of the as em nly—and a good member too. 
Their meetings remind one of the good old 
times in the K. of L.. before the ringsters 
destroyed confidence and shattered hope. 
Tile inimitable Morrison i3 still their 
honored chief, and he must he a success, as 
the hest of relations exist between the em­ 
ployes and the comnany.—[Labor Enquirer. 


How to Plant Trees. 
[Garden and Forest.]. 
It is always better to plant small trees 
than large ones. They are more easily and 
cheaply moved, recover sooner and grow 
more rapidly. A transplanted tree two or 
three feet high M il! soon overtake and sur­ 
pass a much larger one, and will grow into 
a mure vigorous and beauiiful specimen. A 
vast amount of money and a great deal of 
time is wasted every year in trying to 
transplant large trees. It is not essential in 
digging up trees to preserve a largo ball 
ox earth about the roots. A very heavy 
mass of earth often breaks the tender 
roots, and is,therefore, a danger lather than 
an advantage to th© tree. It is essential 
however, to preserve as many of tit© small 
feeding roots as possible, and care must be 
taken in digging a tree not to unnecessarily 
break or mutilate them. AU broken roots 
should be carefully cut away with a sharp 
knife before the tree is replanted. 
Care 
must be taken not to expose the roots to the 
drying influence of the sun ana M ind. They 
s lould be covered as soon as the tree is dug 
with a piece of cloth or matting, ov 
they 
may 
be 
dipped 
in 
wet. mud 
until they become thoroughly coated.# Th 
secret of sued'*aul transplanting is to have 
the > 0 I brought into c use and im moil nit 
contact with the roots. It is better, there­ 
fore. to plant in dry and not iii wet. rainy 
weather. The coating o t mud not only pro- 
ted s the roots from drying, but helps the 
earth thrown about them to adnere more 
closely. Two men are required to plant a 
tree. The hole should be twice the width 


of the mass of roots, and the bottom should 
be worked fine with a spade. One man 
should then hold the tree erect. with tho 
roots carefully spread out in all directions 
in Ute hole, while the second man should 
Dreak the soil taken from tne hole, so as to 
make it as fine as possible, and then let it 
fall Irom the 
spade dourn 
upon 
the 
roots, while the first man should lift the 
tree gently up ana down that the fine earth 
may penetrate and tiil all cavities about «lie 
roots. When the ho’® is nearly lilied in this 
May tho eartIi should he messed down M’ith 
the foot, beginning at tho outside of the 
hole and work tig toward the stein of Mio 
tree. Til® hole may thou he filled and the 
soil rammed down solid. Tall trees should 
lie carefully and securely staked as soon as 
planted. Hie operation is then finished. 
it is not uncommon to see water poured into 
tho hole while it is boing tilled up. Tins 
practice does harm rather than good, as it 
washes the fine soil away from close'con­ 
tact with the roots. 


TH E MODERN BEDSTEAD. 


A Rewon Given W hy Belli Should 
Be Placed Well Above t h o Floor.

Primitive and oriental people lie on fhe 
ground or on a carpet, bed or mattress which 
is la (J on tho ground. Modern Western 
civilization is not satisfied with this; It de­ 
mands bedsteads, with legs that shall raise 
the sleeper well above the floor level. Is 
any sound scientific justification of this 
latter practice discoverable? I think there 
is, and that my explanation M ill prove that 
the question is not so frivolous as it may at 
first sight ap; ear.

scribed experiments made by himself and 
otji' rs, proving that micr. bia, pathogenic 
and otherwise, do not rema n suspended in 
still air; tin y tall much more freely than 
might lie supposed from what is known 
concerning infection 1 y poison genus float­ 
ing in tile air. Hesse’s experiments show 
Mis cleanly. Kochs method o! testing for 
the existence of ut toro bia in the air was to 
exp1 se dishes or strips of glass containing 
gelatinous solid films. Un these tho mi­ 
crohm fall ami find abundant nutriment, 
and multiply accordingly, forming colonics 
that may be counted and may 
he ex­ 
amined with the microscope: but this only 
indicates 
tho 
numbers 
failing on a 
given area, not the numbers contained 
in a given measure of air. 
To deter­

snow dig that fungus germs float in tim air. 
whi-o oacteria fall.

In rooms of the old or ran tai pat­ 
tern. without window glass, tho case is 
somewhat different. It may be supposed 
that carbonic acid, being heavier than air, 
there is much more near the door thai: a 
little higher. 
Owing to the diffusibility cf 
the gas tins. however, is in t tho case in any 
measurable degree. The carbonic acid we 
expire gets an upward start on leaving our 
lungs; tho mixture expired is. except in 
hot weather, specifically lighter than that 
M’hich we inspire on account of its higher 
temperature.

The Coreans are the shyest nation on tho 
face of earth. Until quit ■ lately they have 
abstained as much as p arable from all in­ 
tercourse with strangers, holding studiously 
aloof not only from Europeans, who have 
sought their hospitality, but also from con­ 
tact wfth the Chinese and Japanese. W ithin 
the last few years, however, their reserve 
has shew n signs of thawing, and we are at 
last able to form some opinion as to the 
reason of their shyness and to 
judge 
whether a closer acquaintance Mill reveal 
anything worth knowing. 
As to the first 
point, this shyness seems constitutional, 
There ra a limit to it, for. like most shy peo­ 
ple. the Coreans are not incurious. 
A Dutch craft M as wrecked near the coast 
of Corea in the latter partof the seventeenth 
century, and tho sailors, whose narrative 
may bo read in several books of old travel, 
found themselves the object of much in­ 
quisitive observation. 
Even the women 
and children M ere cager to see Mio outland­ 
ish navigators, more especially as tho 
Dutchmen M ore reputed to be of a 'mon­ 
strous race, w ho, when they drank, w ere 
obliged to twist their long noses round their 
ears. No suclt report heralded the jour­ 
ney which Mr. Carlos made into the in­ 
terior, vet lie was received with polite atten­ 
tion and interest everywhere. * Tho more I 
have seen. ’ he says, “of tho Coreans, the 
more fully have I appreciated their polite­ 
ness toward their guests and the dignity of 
tlie.r behavior.” But lie Haw next to noth­ 
ing of the W' men of the country, by whom 
lie was carefully avoided. Even some little 
girls whom he found swinging in a field tied 
at his first approach. His inability to tell 
us about the women of Corea is especially to 
he regretted on account of the strange posi­ 
tion they hold. 
The seclusion of women in this land of 
the shamefaced is carried to tile utmost 
limit. Ladies out of doors wear a groan 
mantle, which covers the whole counten­ 
ance except the eyes. Nor do they willingly 
et their eyes b ’ seen. "lr sornied odd, ’ 
said Mr. Carlos, “that each woman we met 
should have arrived at that moment at lier 
homo: but, as we learned later on, women 
have a rigfft of entree everywhere, and to 
avoid us they turned into the nearest house 
at hand.”

A d v ic e T h a t S h o u ld N ot R o S lig h te d 
b y A sp ir in * .fo n r n a lla t* . 
[C. A. Dana In The W riter for May.] 
The idea of establishing a monthly jour­ 
nal lor the special benefit of writers for the 
press is very attractive, and I sincerely 
hope that it will be successfully realized. 
While I cannot Hatter myself with the 
promise of boing a frequent contributor to 
ta pages I trust you will permit me to make 
a few elementary suggestions for the bene­ 
fit of beginners. 
It is almost superfluous to sav that in til© 
profession of literature the first requisite is 
ability to sec, to feel and to think, and a 
great part of this ability is education. W ith­ 
out education no one can expect to become 
a writer, and the more education the better, 
provided it he of tile right sort. 
There are two objects to be attained by 
education. The first is knowledge and tho 
second is accuracy. 
Accuracy is the power 
of distinguishing the truth and of express­ 
ing truth as it is. 
It makes little difference what are the pe­ 
culiar branches of study that are pursued 
in the proce-'S of education, provided that 
(he pursuit is such as to train and fortify 
the power of distinguishing tho truth and 
tile faculty of stating it accurately. But 
the more extensive and varied the studies 
of youth, the richer will be the stores of in­ 
formation. and the more numerous the 
points of contract with the infinitely varied 
world of mea and things in after life. No 
one ever learned any branch of knowledge 
which was wholly useless, and no one ever 
cultivated any faculty that did not bring its 
reward. In the pursuits of literature and 
the professson of a writer these maxims 
have a truth of their own. 
Heading, omniverou* and universal, is of 
tim greatest utility; but thinking must 
ai ways go with it. 
Food without digestion 
is useless. 
Tile best school of writing is a newspaper 
office, with intelligence at tho head. 
No 
other college is possible where tho disci­ 
pline of rhetoric, of taste and of knowlodgo 
is so effectually applied. 
The first rule of good writing is louse 
Always the simplest and plainest words. 
State the fact or express tho point or 
principle which 
you 
desire 
to 
con­ 
vey. 
so 
that 
every 
roader will 
un­ 
derstand 
it 
exactly 
as 
you 
intend 
it to he understood. Have only one idea in 
mind at a time, and be sure that you have 
expri ssod it clearly and intelligently before 
you go to another. 
Above all avoid affectation, and the worst 
affectation of all is the affectation of wit, 
The highest intellectual gift is th© power to 
know the truth. Next to this is judgment; 
next with, and tile greatest of all intellec­ 
tual qualities is imagination. The writer 
who possesses imagination may become im­ 
mortal. 
But the possession of these glorious en­ 
dowments is granted to but few, and where 
they are not conferred by nature, the effort 
to attain them is vain, and the result 
tedious. Y’et every one can ponsess tile 
faculty of simplicity, of truth, and of accu­ 
racy. each and ail of them priceless treas­ 
ures indispensable to a successful writer. 
Moreover, the intellectual and artistic 
qualities of writing are not all. The moral 
quality is quite as important, perhaps more 
so. First, yon must believe in something. 
Principle, conviction, primary truths must 
live at the bottom of your mind. or you 
cannot, make them live in the minds of 
others. Ho who believes nothing, who bas 
no ideals, to whom the future offers no 
hope, and no prospect of more generous 
destiny for mankind, whose country is not 
as dear to him as his own heart, can never 
be more than a plodding and mechanical 
writer, and the greatest success he may ab 
lain will wither in his grasp.

WILD WESTERN TALES. 


A Mountain Travelling Eastward with a 
Town Upon IU Back—No Correspond­ 
ing Decrease in Taxes. 
[Butte Mining Journal.] 
"There are man? ♦strange things con­ 
nected with the Comstock mines,” said an 
old resident of Virginia City to a San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner man, "You must recollect 
that while the main workings extend from 
the north of Gold Hill to Virginia and below, 
a distance of three miles, there is a total of 
252 miles of tunnels, drifts, slojies. sumps, 
quips and turns, making up the interior as 
a total. 
’’Think of it- 252 miles; further by far 
than from the Golden Gate to the Nevada 
line, and further than across the great State 
of New York. Why, look around a little. 
You m ight go as far as from Washington to 
Baltimore and back again and you wouldn’t 
be much more than half way through the 
Comstock. When you think of the great 
depth of these mines, the gigantic, incom­ 
prehensible weight of the mass resting upon 
the timbers and the travelling mountain, in 
which are these mines and on which is Vir­ 
ginia City, you involve propositions again 
that have stumped the deepest thinker. 
‘‘For matinee, queer, polished sticks as 
smooth as mahogany ana no thinner than 
my cane are every once in a while being 
taken out of the old workings 
They are as 
hard aud as heavy as iron, and a knife will 
make no mark on them. Now, what are 
they? Originally they were 12-inch solid 
timbers, and the millions of tons. bearing 
upon them in ail directions,perpendicularly 
as well as laterally—for it is on ly in thisway 
that mines can be tim bered-have pressed 
them to this shape. They are lound some­ 
times in bits, sometimes in long pieces, 
tauten out where caves have occurred aud 
the workings displaced. No known mech­ 
anism at present, nor in any age in the past. 
so far as history recounts, has such power 
to compress and work marvels with we d. 
The silent old mine has stumped the scien­ 
tists. 
"You have asked me if it is really true 
that Mount Davidson is slowly travelling 
eastward, with the town of Virginia on her 
back and her mines within. It is true, and 
this again has set our ablest men to scratch­ 
ing their heads. By the careful estimate of 
engineers, it is seen that Virginia City lias 
travelled down hill IU feet in 15 years, or 
about two-thirds ol a foot a year. It is con­ 
cluded that it is owing to the vast under­ 
ground workings, but just how it is done is 
problematical. At any rate, however, the 
people of VirginiaCity are not afraid of the 
trip they are taking 
They have been with 
it t o Jong to get alarmed about it now. 
“In ihe Consolidated YTrg ma and Cali­ 
fornia mines of the Comstock was another 
strange thing, ti o, that for a long time 
caused much deer study and a vast expendi­ 
ture of money 
The fires which broke out 
in tho 1500-foot level and burned for years 
seem'd inextinguishable. 
Every known 
means was tried. There was a large body 
of superior ore there, as many will remem­ 
ber, and the owners were anxious to get at 
it 
It was no use. so they put in seven solid 
feet of bulkhead and shut it up. It burned 
for seven years, and it wa* onlv a year ago 
that carbolic gas was injected by means of 
costly machinery and the hidden fires put 
out. The gas in there was so deadly that 
not a man could approach it as it was escap­ 
ing. It would have been instant death. 
Now the best ore of the Consolidated Vir 
ginia and California is coming out of that 
place where the unseen tires long raged."

The high-air trnfpeze business In circuses 
and variety shows is now done almost en­ 
tirely by women, and the circus men say 
that male gymnasts, unless they possess ex­ 
traordinary gifts, are no longer an attrac­ 
tion. Woman is so much more graceful 
and picturesque when Swinging in the air 
than is man, and her daring deeds seem so 
much more difficult and so much the more 
wonderful because they are performed by 
woman, that the average spectator will not 
look at a male performer if a girl clianccs to 
be on the trapeze at the same time. And so 
the man bas had to go, and the circus peo­ 
ple seem to think that be xviii not get back 
to hts old-time popularity for a long time. 
It was at the Holbom Amphitheatre thflt 
the fifst female tranezist appeared in the 
person of a l>eautiful young woman rejoic­ 
ing in the nom d'arena of Azella. the nov­ 
elty of whose performance and the grace 
and symmetry of whoso slender, supple 
form aroused unbounded admiration. Fel­ 
lowing in the footsteps of the famous Leo­ 
tard she turned somersaults from a flying 
trapeze, but instead of landing on a spring­ 
board like her predecessor a heavy mattress 
was spread under the trapeze which re­ 
ceived lier at last and from which she tossed 
kisses and smiles to her applauding be­ 
holders. Azella was succeeded by Mile. 
Pereira, who exhibited feats of skill and 
strength which astonished the world, not 
so mach from their inherent peril and 
cleverness as from the novelty of a woman 
displaying adroitness and proficiency in 
acts of daring hitherto manifested only by 
men. 
The long flights of the celebrated Jean 
Price were next emulated by a pretty’ little 
woman named Haynes, who transformed 
herself for professional purposes into Mine. 
Bunyah by simply spelling her name back­ 
ward. 
A pleasing varm ton of 
Prices 
methods was exhibited by this lady and her 
husband, the husband suspended by his feet 
from the tiapeze aud catching his wile as 
she flew through the air with the momen­ 
tum acquired from the flying trapeze on 
which she swung nearly within his reach. 
This trick always produces great applause. 
and vet it is one of the (simplest acts of the 
gymnast, Zazel. the daring leaper and wire- 
walker of Barnum’s circus, having done 
this act when scarcely f. years old. It only 
requires courage and a knack of using the 
muscles of the chest. Aerial a; hletes leap 
with the chest instead of the legs, because 
an aerial leap is one of main strength, and 
there is no point of resistance from which 
a start can be made. It is a kind of flying. 
and the performer throws back her head, 
expands her chest and draws her feet w ell 
up in leaping, in order to hold the direction 
of her course, which would otherwise be 
downward. 
The next feminine divinity in tights was 
the child Lulu, who appeared in 1870 with 
hor father as Hie "Flying Fermis.” and was 
supposed to be a boy, as at the close of her 
act she came flying down out of the pulleys 
and ladders and sang a catchy little song of 
which the chemis was, "O, wait until I am 
a man ” Great astonishment wasoccasioncd 
when a few years later she identified her­ 
self with her sex and crowned her exploits 
by aerial flights excelling those of the 
famous Leotard and Niblo. during which 
she turned three somersaults in the air. a 
feat never before accomplished and never 
since excelled. A rumor to the effect that a 
gymnast had succeeded in turning four 
somersaults before touching the ground,but 
that lie died from exhaustion as the result, 
lias been circulated and obtained 
some 
credence. 
The most noted rope-walker of the past 
was a Miss Young, who assumed the title of 
the "Female Btondin.” and skipped airily 
along a rope stretched across the Thames. 
This feat was far loss hazardous than that 
of her masculine prototype who made his 
rope promenade above the cataract of Niag­ 
ara. whore, if lie had fallen, he would have 
been dashed to pieces on ihe rocks or tossed 
by the cataract into the whirlpool below. 
No softer bed than the bosom of the Thames 
could have received tho daring emulator of 
Blondine bravery, and so many boats were 
plying about that thoro was little danger of 
drowning. Indeed, it is said that one noted 
gymnast always practised his high and 
aerial performances over a large body of 
water previous to appearing before his spec­ 
tators in the theatre or circus. 
A young English girl who attempted to 
follow in Alias Young’s illustrious footsteps, 
choosing as the scene ot her triumph a 
place called Aston Park, iii the environ­ 
ments of Birmingham, fell from ttie rope, 
which was stretched at a dizzy height and 
was killed. 
Quite as difficult feats as any on record 
are accomplished bv a little dark-haired 
German girl, only 21 years old, in Barnuin’s 
circus. These consisted in standing on one 
foot on a ladder extending from the tra- 
peze-bar to the pulley rope, balancing on 
a ball in the trapeze, sitting in a chair 
poised on the bar, and. most difficult of 
all aud seldom appreciated by her audi­ 
ence, in kneeling on tho trapeze bar 
without touching tho ropes. 
Ihe diffi­ 
culty in accomplishing this feat lies in 
the shape and hard surface of the knee 
jo nt. w hich offers no groove and yields to 
no pressure, but is round, uuyelaing and 
treacherous. 
Another pretty act iu the 
same entertainment is that performed by 
the Lawrence sisters and tho sylph-like 
little maiden whom they have taught to fly. 
and leap, and dive into their outstretched 
hands. 
This act was formerly accom­ 
plished by the two Lawrence sisters, but 
tho 
slighter 
sister having grown too 
heavy For the 
flying 
leaps, 
she 
per­ 
forins some simple, graceful trapeze ma- 
nu'uvr s while the powerful,though slender, 
elder sister ca ches the lithe little maiden 
who swings so fearlessly through the 
air. There is a moment of suspense as she 
poises herself for the spring, and no one 
breathes af er the peculiar penetrating call 
“Zip,” a't which she frees her hands from 
the liar and flies iii a pretty, graceful curve 
over the net, until the resounding claps an­ 
nounce ttiat hands have clasped hands and 
tile danger is over. The exquisite symmetry 
aud grace (ff the eider Lawrence woman, 
the pretty attitudes of the three scantily 
clothed an,I faultless forms, the rhythmic 
grace of their motions, alw avs in perfect 
accord w ill the music, make this act popu­ 
lar and pleasing. 
Another artist in the profession of Eng­ 
lish birtli and training is the aerial athlete 
Zazel, who is always smiling and at her 
ease, whether jumping from the fourth 
story of a New York house into a fireman’s 
net, or vaulting from the proscenium arch 
of a theatre PO feet into the pit below; 
whether tripping da ntily along a w ire BO 
feet lrom the floor with a Japanese parasol 
over her head, or feeling her way cau­ 
tiously with a pair of lunch baskets on her 
feet, or when stuffed into the open mouth 
of an iron cannon. with only the top of her 
curly head .ii sight, to lie fired out with a 
roar OO feet down into a m f. she comes up 
beaming and serene, as fearless us a bird on 
the wing, and as calm as a belle from her 
crowning waltz, 
Am ng men perhaps the most daring 
gymnast, of modern times was a Germ >n 
soldier, who performed various feuts at tho 
tip of the Strasburg Cathedral, 400 feet 
above the square, lid s lip has served as a 
base for the statue of the Virgin, and was a 
foot and a half in circumference, and at 
this altitude, where law could breathe and 
none oared cl mb, he would stand on his 
head with his feet in the air, while the 
people watched him through spyglasses 
from the square. 
At tile marriage of Queen Mary a Hol­ 
lander performed unique aciobatic fonts 
under th ■ tower of St. Paul’s. London, and 
in In nor of the wedding of Philip of Spain 
to the English princess an acrobat slid 
down a wire ex ending from the town' of 
St. Paul’s to the ground ou his stomach 
without touching his hinds. Tile man is 
rep: rte I to have died when lie r ached 
ground; but another aer bat perform ed, 
similar feat on tim accession of Edward VI. 
with no ap' a ent disc mfort. Another gym­ 
nast of renown was one Ireland, who could 
leap O'er nine horses, the middle one bear­ 
ing a soldier with uplifted sword. On one 
occasion he vaulted at a bound over an 
aw ning-covered wagon. 
Toe most noted trapeze performer of our 
own times was leotard, the or ginator of 
the great flying trapeze act practiced with 
no safe guard, b u tat a moderate elevation, 
in tile Toulon gymnasium. But at his first 
production of it in the Cirque Napoleon in 
Paris he swung his trapeze at such a hight 
that if he had missed his clutch by but a 
fraction of an inch he would have fallen 55 
feet to the ground. Doubtless he would 
have put it still higher if the roof h a d n 't 
been in the way. As it was. the only way 
ho 
had 
of 
getting 
to 
his 
starting 
perch 
was 
by 
descending 
a 
sp ral 
staircase from a lantern in the dome. 
A ; favorite 
trick of 
his 
and Victor 
Julien’sw as what is galled the drop-trick, 
in which one of toe performers falls head­ 
long from the bar as if by accident, and is 
caught by the foot by his companion, who 
himself hangs by the feet from the trapeze. 
Leotard wa6 kil ed during one of his per­ 
formances, and after the fatal accident pro­ 
prietors began to discountenance the flying 
trapeze, and for a time the rising school of 


gymnasts who intended to transcend the 
feats of Leotard practiced -on a fixed tra­ 
peze, sing e or double, the horizontal bar, 
and flying rings. 
Hassan, the Amb. was a celebrated gym­ 
nast, a small, dark-sk nned wiry man rn 
scarlet fez, blue zouave jacket, and baggy 
crimson trousers. His most celebrated trick 
was vaulting over a line of mounted dra­ 
goons. turning somersaults over their heads 
and drawn sabers 
Carl, another celebrity, walked on wire on 
his hands from the gallery to tile platform 
of a theatre, his body poised iii such a way 
that the centre of gravity was directly over 
the palm of ea' h (mud as it rested on the 
wire. Ixmgueman’s special act was the as­ 
cent of a rope from the stage to the gallery. 
John Bellincke’s sensational performance 
wason a flying rape stretched across the 
pit at an altitude of IOO feet. and Biondm 
furnished the climax with his rope walk 
across the Niagara. 
A comparison of noted gymnasts reveals 
clearly the fact that men are more daring 
than women in this profession, and yet 
owing to the popularity of women trapeze 
performers they are crowding men out of 
the best places. Contrary to all traditions, 
women in this profession receive almost 
double ihe pay that men receive and for far 
less daring. In the recent Madison Square 
season of Barnum'a circus there was only 
one man performing, and he bad a wile 
whose popu'arity rather aided him in keep­ 
ing his place. He stood on his head on the 
trapeze, but few people noticed the danger­ 
ous feat, for their attention was occupied in 
wa ohing ti e graceful, pleasing mameuvres 
of the half a dozen women performers. 
Abroad more women are found in tho 
profession than here, owing to the sta­ 
tionary circuses in different cities, where 
arrists can obtain a permanent place for two 
or three years, and also where the rigging 
can begut up* more securely because it is 
stationary. No really difficult trapeze work 
can be performed in a tent, bocauso the pcr- 
f rulers are afraid of tile temporary ridging 
of guards and pulleys, and there is always 
the additions! danger of a windstorm de 
molishing the tent or disturbing the poles 
to which the topes are attached. 
Then, again, there are no schools in this 
country, and much of the training has to 
lie learned under disadvantages which are 
less troublesome to a man than to a woman. 
Abroad there is no law restricting Hie train­ 
ing and use m the elicits of young children, 
aud a proficient gymnast is usually ono "to 
tho uianner born.” having little education 
save that pertaining to tho art. and few re­ 
membrances save those of the ring. Fre­ 
quently young children and even babies are 
brought to we. men gymnasts by indigent 
parents and given them for adoption, with 
the understanding that they shall be trained 
for, and exhibited by tip Sr foster mothers. 
These children usually grow up skilled in 
every athletic art. muscular, supple, active 
and daring. 
Zazel was taught for years in an old, con­ 
demned church in London, with shattered 
windows and mossy dooistones. In tho 
chancel was hung her perch for jumping, 
while across tho nave were stretched wire-) 
vary ng in he gilt from one foot to IO feet, 
while nigh rn the dome was hung her mam­ 
moth cannon, from which she was fired 
down into a net near the altar. But nu st 
of the porfofmprs are taught from childhood 
in the circus through practice rather than 
precept.

Idiotic and eccentric legacies 
are. next to the method of making a will, 
curious and interesting studios. It has only 
been a few years since two dozen words, 
written in a crabbed, uncertain hand on 
the back of a yellow envelope, by a soldier, 
while dying on a Southern battlefield, were 
admitted to probate as his will in the courts 
of Pittsburg. 
One of the most remarkable wills over 
written was that of Joseph Cappur, a mau 
worth a quarter of a million. Ho was a 
wholesale grocer in Loudon aud had 
amassed a fortune by speculating in se u n ­ 
ties. His eccentric habits of life first called 
attention to his subsequent career. 
Ho 
lived at ono hotel for over 25 years, and in 
that time engaged his board and room only 
for one day in advance. 
Ho insisted 
on 
sitting 
in 
one 
certain 
seat 
at 
the 
table, drinking out of 
the 
same 
cup 
and 
using 
the 
same knife and 
fork. He was the prototype of Jules Verne's 
l’hineas Fogg, in that lie ate, slept and 
walked by an unvarying rule. 
His sole 
amusement was that of killing tiles in the 
summer time. Ho died suddenly when 77 
vows of age. His will was found at the bot­ 
tom of a Pox of clothes, curiously worded 
and written on the backs ol a lot of blank 
checks. Ile had detested his poor relations 
during his life, but by this strange instru­ 
ment of his devising every cent was dis­ 
tributed among them save £8000, which he 
gave to two nephew s. 
Among the extraordinary conditions im­ 
posed upon descendants, that of the Duke 
of Valley, Marshal Kellerman and general 
of the french Republic stand* prominently 
iii history. On toe crest of a hill just out­ 
side the village of St. Meneliould in Franc® 
stands a monument to mark the spot whore 
the heart of Kellerman, taken from his 
body after his death, disappeared in duxtiu 
tho soil of his beloved France. It was his 
w ll tna* his heart might rest among his old 
soldiers who had been slain in the battle of 
Val my. 
Matthew 
Robinson, 
Lord 
Rokeby, a 
prominent 
and peculiar Englishman of 
the last 
century, nephew of 
Richard 
Uobinson, 
archbishop of 
Armagh 
and 
primate 
of 
Ireland, 
became 
famous 
lor his long beard and his hatred for 
medical practitioners. 
In regaitl to the 
former, it is said that upon o ho occasion, 
when going to an election, he stopped at an 
inn where the country people, who had as­ 
sembled for miles around, ti.ok him fora 
Turk and nearly worried my lord to death, 
His dislike for physicians was carried to 
such an extent that lie left a codicil in his 
xviii disinheriting* a fax’onto nephew f, in 
Lord Rokeby s last illness, his sympathies 
should be so excited that h® would call in a 
doctor to attend him. 
The present Marquis of 
Queensbury, 
whose name as a patron of pugilism and 
pugilist* is know wherever the so-called 
scioqee of scarring God s imagine in hu­ 
manity is practised, comes by bis sporting 
proclivities honorably. 
William Douglass, 
Duke of Queensbury, was an old sport of 
the last century, who rode his own race- 
horsi s. aud performed other acts that set 
England by the ears. It was lie who origin­ 
ated matches against time. Before discuss­ 
ing his will, tho famous match mentioned 
may lie described. Queensbury made a xx ager 
witti Count Taafe that he could put upon the 
road a four-wheeled machine which should 
travel It) miles in one hour. With the aid 
of a Mr, Wright, a designer, lie had built a 
light ( arriage, to which, on the day of th® 
race, he harnessed blooded horses, driven 
by trained grooms. Vast sums of money 
changed hands on the result, the duke 
winning handily. In his will, though he 
was the king of the turf for half a century, 
he left various large sums to charities. He 
pensioned several opera ringers, and gave 
810,000 for widows and orphans of the 
British navy. This was so wnolly unex­ 
pected in a man of his characteristics that 
it occasioned great talk for years after­ 
ward. 
As a means of preserving his memory to 
future generations. Lawyer Gilpin of K it­ 
tanning, Penn., adopted a novel method. 
In his will. Mr, Gilpin, who was on® of the 
brightest and wealthiest members of the 
Armstrong county bar—leaving an estate of 
? 
200,OOO—directed that animally, upon each 
hristmas day, his executor should pay to 
the priest or other proper official of the 
Catholic church in Kittanning the sum of 
$100. In consideration of this amount the 
authorities were to have the church bell 
rung upon each annix’crsary of bis birth, in 
November, for an hour or more. Tho church 
fur three years has fulfilled its contract, and 
tints far $300 has been paid. It is stated as 
the origin for this eccentric be illest that 
Mr. Gilpin had conceived tbs idea from 
reading of the daily feeding of the pigeons 
in Venice. 
"When I am dead long years,” he said, in 
speak ng to an intimate friend of h s before 
his death, and the church bell rings and 
startles the town on my birthday anniver­ 
sary, people will ask, ‘W hat’s that for?’ and 
then tho oldest inhabitant xviii say, ‘Why, 
tn at’s in memory of a fellow named Gilpin, 
who died and left money to have that bell 
rung every year.’ ” Mr. Gilpin was an Epis­ 
copalian in religion, but he left the money 
to tile Catholic church, because, as he said, 
he believed that was constituted to outlast 
every other church. 
It xvas in this same town of Kitanning 
that Banker Broxvn died four or five years 
ago. leaving a certain sum in securities, the 
interest ot which, amounting to (HODO, was 
to be distributed every Christmas to the 
widows of the town. 
The death of Baron de Palm, the Theoso­ 
phist and mystic, whoso body, by will, was 
cremated at the Le Moyne crematory at 
Washington some years ago, with various 
secret lites, and whoso dust xvas conveyed 
away in a precious urn, recalls another cel­ 
ebrated aud similar will. Paul Keidel is a 
muscular, intelligent man, and is at pres 
ent engaged as teacher to a turn Vero n. By 
his will, which has already been published, 
lie directs that after death his body shall bo 
cremated and the ashes shipped to New 
York. Here they will be entrusted to some 
seafaring man—a personal friend if con 
venient—who will carry them to mid-ocean 
and there scatter the dust broadcast upon 
the winds which sweep above the mighty 
waste of waters. 
Tho Frenchman whose remarkable will 
concerning his wife’s inheritance created 
considerable newspaper comment some 
months ago had a parallel years ago at 
Mandelay, Burnish. 
In the case of the 
French gentleman h* made it obligatory 
upon his w.fe that lier title to the lull en­ 
joyin' ut of his fortune rested solely upon 
hor spending: a certain number of hours 
every w ont! at the door of bis tomb. 
In 
tho rase, of ti e Burmese nobleman, lie 
ordered his sacred dust sealed up in txvo 
coffins. 
Upon every anniversary of his 
death the two coffins wore to be borne from 
the tomb, a place of the dead, to his late 
residt nee. ana thence l ack again. His will 
in tins respect was observed for some years, 
but the sons of the deceased xve e ulti­ 
mately released from their unpleasant task 
by a royal decree, or some other equally as

■ Im pi# 
D ir e c tio n s fo r C o n s tr u c tin g 
T ills P r e t t y T o y .

At a gla7,ier’s shop get three strips of 
glass, say IO inches long and one and a 
half to two inches wide, all exactly the 
same size, and tie them together, .trian­ 
gularly, with string. Cut a piece of partly 
transparent writing paper so that it will 
fit over one end of this prism, leaving nar­ 
row edges to lap over. Paste this on with 
mucilage or flour paste, and then cut a piece 
just like it for tile other end, except that it 
must be cut out of paper that is entirely 
opaque. Iu the centre of this opaque end 
cut a round hole a little larger than a silvor 
dime. This hole is for the eye. Now cover 
the sides of the apparatus with tile same 
paper you used for the eye piece, and the 
kaleidoscope is finished. 
Put a few piaoos of colored glass or beads 
in and turn the thin paper end to tile 
light. Then with your eye to the hole cut 
in the opaque paper end, keep the prism 
slowly turning, end you will have all the 
beautiful effects shown by the expensive 
kaleidoscope bought in the store.

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CHAPTER XIX. 


[WHITTEN BY HON. JOHN D. LONO.] 


HE story of Zachary 
Taylor’s life has al­ 
ready been told. That 
of his administration 
is brief. 
Its policy 
was hut in the gristle 
when he 
suddenly 
died. 
The vast - reaching 
result of the Mexican 
war was the great ex­ 
tension of the terri­ 
tory of the United 
St tes. W ith Texas, 
_ 
i ts e l f an 
empire, 
came also Now Mexi­ 
co. Arrizona and California. The instant 
question was. Shall these three Territories 
be slave or free? The Wilmot proviso, of­ 
fered in 1846. looked to the prohibition of 
slavery in all this area. This policy divided 
the Democratic party. To their national con­ 
vention in May. 1848. it brought two 
contest ng delegations from the State of 
New York. That which insisted on the 
Wilmot proviso was rejected. It retired, 
and, form ng the Free Soil party, nomi­ 
nated Martin Yan Buren for president and 
Chart s Francis Adams for vice president 
The legular Democracy nominated Lewis 
Cass and W illiam O. Butler. The Whigs, 
s itin g Clay and Webster aside, nominated 
General Taylor, old “Rough and Ready,” 
arid with him Millard Fillmore. 
They 
shirked any statem ent of faith, adopted 
no 
platform. 
and 
refused 
to 
de- 
clavo - either 
fur 
or 
against 
the 
Wilmot 
proviso. 
Taylor 
had 
1(13 
electoral votes and Cass 137. Of the popu- 
la r v to Taylor had 1,300,101 (less than a 
majority), Cass 1,220,544, and Van Buren 
201,204, a good beginning of the liberty 
movement. Taylor was inaugurated March 
6, 1849. His cabinet was John M. Clayton 
of Delaware, secretary of State; William M. 
Meredith of Pennsylvania, secretary of the 
treasury; Gforge W. Crawford of Georgia, 
secretary of war; William B. Preston of 
Virginia, secretary of the navy; Thomas 
E w iig of Ohio, secretary of the interior. 
Jacob Collamer of Vermont, postmaster 
general, and lteverdy Johnson of Maryland, 
St; or trey general. 
Tho discovery of gold had attracted great 
numbers to California. They Hocked la 
from all sides. With nearly 100,000 inhab­ 
itants a State government was demanded. 
President Taylor approved the plan. Gen­ 
eral Riley, the military official in command, 
called a convention in June, 1849. No en­ 
abling act had .been passed by Congress, 
but a constitution was adopted and sent to 
Washington for approval. It forever pro­ 
hibited slavery. 
Congress met in December, 1849. There 
were some Freo Soil members. The South­ 
ern members were shy of their Northern 
W hig associates on the subjected slavery. 
Foi this reason Robert C. Winthrop of Mas­ 
sachusetts, who had been speaker of the 
previous Congress, failed to secure a re­ 
election and withdrew on the thirty-ninth 
ballot. Howell Cobb of Georgia was chosen. 
Committees in the interest of slavery were 
thus secured. But the slave pow er was not 
coutont. It m uttered at free California. 
It suggested threats of disunion. It had its 
group of “tire-eaters.” The North was timid 
and compromising in its fear of a rupture 
of 
the 
republic. 
It was under these 
circumstances that Clay introduced on the 
29th of January, 1850, his famous com­ 
promise measure, or omnibus bill, herein­ 
after referred to. It was not acceptable to 
Taylor, who. perhaps for the very reason 
that he was a slaveholder and a Southern 
m ar, felt less like compromising with the 
demands of the slave States, and, like Jack­ 
son, avowed that if any of them attempted 
to 
leave 
the 
Union 
he 
would take 
command of the army and restrain them. 
In Congress his wing of the Whig party was 
led by William H. Seward. With Clay,in the 
other w ing, were Webster and Fillmore, the 
vice president. Thus was the Wh g party 
cleft, as Van Buren had already cleft the 
Democratic; and from both were coming 
the elements that afterwards made up the 
Republican party. It was on the 7th of 
March that W ebster made his famous 
speech in support of Clay's measures. Up 
to this t me W ebster’s Northern friends had 
hoped he would declare for free Territories. 
But he disappointed them. His reply to 
them was that Massachusetts must "con- 
quer her prejudices.” He argued that there 
was 
no 
need 
of 
legislation 
to 
se­ 
cure 
freedom 
in 
the new Territories, 
because California had adopted a free con 
Stitution, and the natural elements of New 
Mexico and Arizona were such that slavery 
was physically impossible in them. And he 
advocated tho fugitive slave law, which 
was the compromising balance for admit­ 
ting California as a freo State, taking the 
ground that the Constitution guaranteed 
the return of fugitive slaves. 
In the midst of this debate, which lasted 
Into the autum n—Congress not adjourning 
that session until Sept 30—President Taylor 
was seized with a sudden illness. 
The 
brave old hero died July 9,' 1850. 
F illm o r e 's A d m in is tr a tio n . 
The exquisite fidelity of our political sys­ 
tem to its fundamental principles of democ­ 
racy and of the equality of citizenship is 
in no respeot more signally illustrated than 
In the selection and advancement of the 
men who have risen to its chief magistracy. 
To none of them was there any royal road 
to that elevation. Fillmore was no excep 
lion to the general rule, and his career, like 
that of so many of the rest, illustrates every 
phase of the freem an’s hope and achieve­ 
ment. He Was a farmer’s son, born in Cayuga 
county. New York, Jan. 7,1800. At 14, with 
but a limited common school education, he 
learned the clothier’s trade. At IO. attract­ 
ing the notice of a kindly lawyer, hestudied 
law, taught school, soon after married, con 
tended with scanty means for a foothold, 
gradually rose in his profession, and before 


he was 30 years old was a settled lawyer in 
Buffalo and a member of the New York 
State Assembly. 
In 1832 he was elected 
to the Twenty-third Congress, and again 
to 
the 
Twenty-fifth, 
Twenty-sixth 
and 
Twenty-seventh, 
in which 
last 
he 
was 
chairman 
of 
ways 
and 
means. He was defeated in 1844 as tho 
Whig candidate for governor of New York, 
and elected its comptroller In 1847. In 
1848 he was nominated for vice president, 
and elected to that office on the Whig ticket 
with President Zachary Taylor. Taylor 
died July 9, I860, and Fillmore became 
president, serving till’March 4,1853. Fill 
out this career with its accompaniment of 
professional service and success in the law. 
upright and useful life as a citizen, and the 
pure, happy, exemplary completeness of the 
domestic sphere, and what an illustrat’on at 
once of the fruit and opportunity of our 
government of the people! You think not 
of the American president, but of the Amer­ 
ican citizen. 
Some of our presidents have themselves 
been the striking features of their admin­ 
istrations and have stamped their policy 
and character upon the government they 
directed. Such were John Adams and An­ 
drew Jackson. Others, not lacking in pre­ 
cision or force, have been rather the con­ 
duit, giving direction indeed to the forces 
which ran through it, but not creating or 
impressing them. Such was Fillmore. No 
more conscientious or honest man ever held 
office. 
He sustained it with dignity and 
prudence. He met the storm with calm 
and deliberate judgment. He never lost his 
bead or his grip. But he never rose to the 
heights of prescient mastery. 
Tim irrepressible conflict between slavery 
and freedom was approaching its culmina­ 
tion. The fierce forces of the struggle were, 
like a mighty swelling torrent that breaks all 
barriers, fast rising beyond the temporizing 
stays of comcronrse. And vet nearly the 
whole time of Taylor's administration had 
been spent by Congress in an endeavor to 
arrange some compromise by which the 
balance 
between 
the free States and 
the 
slave 
States 
should 
be 
main­ 
tained. 
California, brilliant with gems 
and gold, flooded with a tide of adventur­ 
ous immigration, had adopted a constitu­ 
tion, framed a government and was knock­ 
ing at the door of the Union for admission 
as a free State. For years States had been 
admitted in pairs. No free State had come 
in unless a slave State had come with it, 
But there was no slave State to come in 
with California. 
Henry Clay proposed his 
famous omnibus bill which compensated the 
Sruth 
for the admission of California 
as a free State by leaving the new territories 
of New Mexico and Utah to decide the 
question of slavery for themselves, and by 
more effectual fugitive slave law for re­ 
turning runaway slaves, and also by other 
conciliatory provisions. 
It was on this 
measure that Webster made his famous 
speech of March 7. 1850, and that for more 
than half a year ran the great debate 
which 
so 
many 
great 
names 
participated. 
President Taylor was not 
altogether in sympathy with the plan 
proposed by Clayt and would have preferred 
a separate measure, giving California the 
independent admission to which she was 
entitled. 
Vice President Fillmore was 
known to be more in sympathy with the 
wing of the Whig party which felt that the 
great object to be obtained was the preser­ 
vation of the Union upon the basis of a 
compromise of its conflicting sectional In­ 
terests. When, therefore. Taylor died and 
Fillmore succeeded to the first place, it was 
natural that he should select a new cabinet 
and surround himselt with advisers in har 
mony with his opinions. These were Daniel 
Webster, secretary of state; Thomas Cor­ 
win of Ohio, secretary of the treasury; 
Alexander H. H. Stuart of Virginia, secre­ 
tary of the interior; William A. Graham of 
North Carolina, secretary of the navy; C 
M. Conrad of Louisiana, secretary of war; 
Nathan K. Hall of New York, postmaster 
general; and John J. Crittenden of Ken 
tucky, attorney general. It was a body of 
men distinguished for ability and weight 
of character. 
The “omnibus bill” came to a vote in the 
Senate a few days after Mr. Fillmore’s in­ 
auguration, and in the form in which it 
then was, was defeated. But its defeat was 
of no value in allaying the public excite 
rnent of the time or in settling the questions 
it involved. California was impatient for 
admission. New Mexico and Texas were at 
the very point of armed conflict with refer- 
erence 
to 
the boundary line between 
them. 
To 
prevent 
tins Fillmore 
or­ 
dered 
a 
military force to move 
for­ 
ward, and sent a message to Congress, 
urging an early settlement of all the pend 
ing issues. 
Congress responded, and a se 
ries of acts were passed constituting the 
general compromise which it was fondly 
hoped would prove a lasting settlement. 
California was admitted as a freo State. A 
boundary line was fixed between Texas and 
New Mexico, and an indemnity granted the 
former. Territorial governments were es­ 
tablished for New Mexico and Utah with­ 
out any provision for or against slavery. The 
slavo trade was excluded from the District 
of Columbia. And a new act was passed for 
the rendition of fugitive slaves. 
These 
five acts constituted the groat compromise 
of 1850. Clay and Webster had given it 
their sanction. It was the Whig solution of 
the problem. It was regarded as the means 
of harmonizing all conflict and of prcserv 
ing the Union. History has taught us of 8 
succeeding generation that it was as idle as 
tho gauze of the morning dew against the 
full assault of the sun. But there is no rea­ 
son to doubt the honesty and patriotism 
with which President Fillmore, deeply alive 
to the responsibilities of his place, approved 
all these acts and made them the law of the 
land. 
Of these the act for returning fugitive 
slaves was most obnoxious to the moral 
sense of the North, and created an excite 
ment that denounced the president, and 
especially Mr. Webster, most vehemently. 
It was an holiest and true sentiment that 
uttered the denunciation. It was the spirit 
of freedom. It rang in the verse of W hittier 
It burst from the hearts of a high-minded 
people, who 
were fired with indigria 
tion 
at 
tile 
humiliation 
of 
convert­ 
ing the national 
government into the 
minion 
of 
a 
slave-hunter 
dragging 
a fugitive fallow creature back to the 
slavery from which he had escaped. It was 
the precursor of that still broader tide of 
national feeling which, thus roused into 
just indignation against the whole system 
of slavery, rose IO years later and swept it 
at the point of the bayonet out of the 
republic. Aud yet at this day no man look 
ing back recognizes anything in the action 
of the executive of that day that is not the 
natural exercise of official responsibility 
It is probable that Millard Fillmore who rep 
resented the opposite wing from that of 
Seward and Hale, was not more conserva 
tive than many a man who afterwards 
was 
among 
the 
foremost 
Republican 
leaders. It is probable that in 1851 most 
of the latter would have approved compro­ 
mises to save the Union, as it is probable 
that in 1883 Millard Fillmore would in Lie 
coin’s place like him have signed the eman 
cipation proclamation. It is an illustration 
of how much mightier is always, in a free 
republic, the growth of the moral sense and 
demand of the people and their prophets 
and preachers and press, than the mastery 
of any one man, whaterer.his distinction or 
position. 
The 
fugitive 
slave 
law 
of 
1850 
was 
little 
more 
than 
a 
restatement, with some additional helps 
towards executing its inhuman purpose, of 
the act of 1793 which Washington signed 
which had stood for over 60 years, and 
which had been sustained by the Supreme 
Court. The real guilt, as W, H. 8eward 
frankly recognized, was not so much in the 
law of 1850 as in the Constitution itself 
which in plain words provided for this very 
return of fugitive slaves, ana in that .respect 
was, as the abolitionists termed it, a coy 
enant 
with 
death 
and an agreement 
with hell. 
The offence was that by 
this 
new 
enactment, 
by 
giving 
it 
the sanction of the respectable W hig party, 
and by mantling it with the fame of Webster 
whom Massachusetts adored, an emphasis 
had been put upon the dominance of the 
slavo power, and the subserviency of the 
North to its demands had Been emblazoned 
on the arch of tile nineteenth century. 
Nowhere was the law received with more 
abhorrence than in Massachusetts. In Bos 
ton two notable cases occurred under it 
during Fillmore’s administration. 
Sha- 
drach. 
a 
colored 
waiter, 
was 
ar­ 
rested in February, 1861, as a runaway 
slave. The names of many of the actors in

the scene are still familiar to us. George 
T. Curtis was the United States commis­ 
sioner who issued the warrant. Seth J. 
Thomas was counsel for 
the 
8<uthern 
owner; Samuel E. Bewall, Ellis Gray Lor­ 
ing, Charles G. Davis. Richard H. Dana and 
Robert Morris were counsel for tho fugitive. 
The hearing of the case was postponed, and 
while the prisoner was in custody a body 
of colored men, led by Lewis 
Hayden, 
whom you may now see any day at the 
State House, and who is a far gloater 
hero 
than 
Ciispus Attucks, rescued 
Shadrach, and secured his safe transfer to 
Canada. This incident raised a storm in 
Washington. 
Havden was arrested and 
tried, but it was impossible to get the agree, 
ment of a Massachusetts jury to convi t 
him. There was a sentiment higher than 
the letter of the law. In April of tlrat same 
year Tin mas M. Sims was cla med as a run­ 
away slave from Georgia and arrested in 
Boston. The court house was guarded with 
chains, under which even the judges were 
put to the humiliation of stooping as they 
pa sod. The same counsel appeared for the 
m aster; Charles G. Loring and Robert Ran­ 
toul were with Mr. Bewall for the fugitive. 
Thosame United States commissioner heard 
the case, and ordered the rendition of Sims. 
In tho early morning lie was surrounded 
with a guard of 300 policemen, marched to 
Long wharf, and put on board a vessel for 
transportation back to bondage. It was a 
humiliating spectacle. The United States 
officials were no doubt actuated by a desire 
to do their duty and obey the law; hut it 
was with reluctance, and one of them after­ 
wards made strenuous efforts at his own ex­ 
pense to purchase the liberiy of Sims, and 
after the war saw that ho was provided 
with 
a 
good 
place 
in 
the 
public 
service. 
Among 
the 
poople 
at 
large 
the 
excitement 
was 
intense. 
Yon 
can imagine the fiery denunciation of 
Wendell Phillips, the severity of Theodore 
Parker. Other speakers were Horace Maim, 
Anson Burlingame, Tnomas W. Higginson 
and many more. The spirit of liberty was 
abroad, and many a tongue then learned 
the note of eloquence, which since then has 
been a part of t^e music of he Common­ 
wealth. 
It was unfortunate that under the trend 
of circumstances the administration thus 
became identified with the maintenance of 
the interests of the slave power. 
Its whole 
weight 
and 
prestige 
were 
thrown 
on 
the 
side 
of 
tho 
"compromise” 
policy. 
The 
friends 
of 
freedom 
in 
the North saw that their cnuse must wait 
yet longer for its champion in the executive 
chair, They endured the situation under 
protest. At the South it was equally un­ 
satisfactory to a class of the Jefferson Davis 
type, who were conten with nothing that 
yielded any point in the interest of slavery. 
Between these extremes, a great body of 
men in both parties, like Clay, Webster. 
Douglas, 
Bell, Winthrop, Everett and 
others, cherished the hope that a settlement 
had been effected, and insisted on its ac­ 
ceptance. Thus on this question the rest of 
Fillmore’s administration was only a lull in 
the gathering storm that was yet to break. 
A picturesque, and at the time most in 
foresting event in this administration was 
the arrival and sojourn here of Louis Kos­ 
suth, the Hungarian patriot. No foreigner 
ever had such welcome or ovation on our 
shores or came nearer turning ti e popular 
head. 
He had been one of the leaders in 
the unsuccessful Hungarian revolution for 
independence in 1848. aud had taken refuge 
in Turkey. The sultan had agreed with 
Austria to detain him and his companions 
for a year. Russia had demanded their de 
livery up to her. In February, 1861, the year 
of detention expiring, Mr. Webster, our sec­ 
retary of state, giving voice to the sentiment 
of our people and government, had deli­ 
cately negotiated the transfer of these 
refugees to America. They were taken oil 
board the United States frigate Mississippi, 
which had been designated for that pur­ 
pose, and were landed in New York in 
October, 1851. 
Kossuth was handsome, 
graceful, attractive. W ith marvellous ease 
he so far acquired our language that he won 
all hearts by his eloquence. 
Instead of 
seeking a tranquil asylum for himself, he 
imparted his enthusiasm for his country's 
cause to the multitudes who flocked to 
hear him. It seemed for a time as if our 
government would be embroiled in entan­ 
glement with a foreign quarrel. In New 
York, Boston and the great oities, Kossuth 
was hailed and honored with a furor aud 
fervor such as no other exile ever re­ 
ceived. Great concourses of people attended 
him. 
Civic 
and 
military 
processions 
marched In his honor. 
Banquets were 
spread, money was given. Pulpit aud press 
sang his praises. At the height of the ex­ 
citement, the only check that came was in 
the cautious aud diplomatic hearing taken 
by the government at Washington. When 
he arrived there Mr. Webster waited upon 
him aud presented him to President Fill­ 
more. 
The president gave him a cordial 
welcome, but carefully refrained from any 
exuberance of expression that woald in any 
way commit the country or violate the 
American policy of noninterference with 
European affairs. In January, ’62, Kossuth 
w as introduced to the Sonata and the House 
of Representatives. A congressional banquet 
was given him at which he charmed every 
one with his eloquence, though Webster 
made the principal speech, giving great 
offence thereby to the Austrian minister, 
who left the country. 
The distinguished 
guest continued his journey through the 
Western States and returning to Now York 
embarked for Europe in July, 1852. 
President Fillmore’s first message to 
Congress in December, 1850, was remark­ 
able for its brevity and the excellence of its 
recommendations. Among these was that 
for a reduction of postage, which was 
adopted, reducing postage on letters to three 
cents when prepaid. He declared himself 
In favor of the policy of protection to our 
industries as incident to our system of cus­ 
toms revenue, and laid down the funda­ 
mental principles of the protective.system 
with great clearness. He was heartily in 
favor of internal improvements, recom­ 
mending Federal aid to our rivers and har­ 
bors. a bill making appropiations for which 
was defeated m the Thirty-first Congress, 
but was passed and approved by him in the 
Thirty-second. He was alive to the dignity 
of the nation in its foreign relations, and 
called attention to the construction both 
of a ship canal across the isthmus at Nica­ 
ragua and of a railroad at Tehuantepec. 
Bqth these enterprises were matters of 
serious consideration in the then State De­ 
partment, and have left their legacy to this 
day. In President Taylor’s administration a 
company had obtained a charter from Nica­ 


ragua to cut a canal between the two 
oceans. The British government, however, 
cia mod a protectorate over the eastern ter­ 
minus of the proposed canal, and complica­ 
tions ensued, which were at last settled by 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, so called, from 
President Taylor’s secretary ot stAte and the 
British minister at Washington. By this it 
was agreed that neither pow er should ae 
quire any exclusive privileges along the 
route of the cilia!. But as soon as Fillmore’s 
administration came in, new differences 
of opinion a.ose as to the effect of the 
treaty just completed, which to this day are 
not settled. The mal ter was further compli­ 
cated “by a quarr. I between Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica about their boundaries, both 
of them claim rig a part of the canal terri­ 
tory.” A steamer belonging to the American 
Construction Company was att ached for port 
charges aud. putting to sea without paying 
them, was fired into by a British war vessel, 
brought to, and made to pay under protest. 
Reparation was demanded of the British 
home government, which disavowed tho 
ac! and tendered apology. 
The Tehuantepec m atter arose from a 
charter for tho construction of a railroad 
across the isthmus granted iii 1842 by the 
Mexican government to one of its citizens 
named Garay, or any assignee or successor, 
native or foreigner. It had been assigned 
anti had come into the hands of an Ameri­ 
can, who commenced work, and in whose 
behalf apDlicatlon was made to the Mexi­ 
can government for a confirmation of the 
charter. It was however annulled, but pro­ 
test was made and the m atter afterwards 
became a claim on Mexico for more than 
$5,000,000. 
During Fillmore’s administration the ter­ 
ritory of Washington was established. In 
the sui ing of 1851 he made,with lits cabinet, 
a presidential tour to Lake Erie to attend 
the celebration of the completion of the 
Now Y’orK & Erie railroad. It was a progress 
attended with ovations in the principal 
cities, and attested the general acquiescence 
of the people in his administration. On his 
return ho attended the laying of the corner­ 
stone of the ne\y wings of the Capitol, which 
w as an imposing occasion, with an eloquent 
address by Mr. Webster. 
It was during this administration that the 
famous filibustering expedition of I,opez 
to Cuba came to its disastrous end and in­ 
volved 
us 
in 
diplomatic 
controversy. 
Nareiso Ixipez, born in South America, bad 
lived in Cuba and had organized there a 
revolution in 1848. Ho w as sentenced to 
death, but escaped to the United States 
and three times attempted 
expeditions 
thence against Cuba. One in 1849 was pre­ 
vented. The second in 1850 was chased by 
one of our frigates, but effected a landing, 
though 
afterwards driven off. 
In the 
spring of 1851 there were rumors 
of 
a third enterprise, and Fillmore issued 
a proclamation warning all persons of tbs 
penalties attending such a violation of law. 
Lopez, however, gathered a good many 
rash young men under his banner, secured 
artus and munitions of war, and. though 
bathed at Savannah, succeeded In getting 
out of New Orleans in a steamer and 
making a descent on Cuba in August. He 
advanced into tile interior with a part of 
his force, some 400 in all, but was attacked 
and routed. Lopez wandered alone after 
his defeat, seeking to avoid capture, but in 
vain. While .sleeping in a farm house where 
he had begged for shelter, a party of 
peasants surprised him. 
He was car­ 
ried to Havana and garroted Septem­ 
ber I. The remaining portion of the ex­ 
peditionary force, under Colonel Crittenden, 
were also attacked, and after a conflict 60 
of them were captured after having re-em­ 
barked. The whole 60 were summarily tried 
before a military court, and shot by the 
Spanish authorities. The news of their exe­ 
cution caused a good deal of excitement in 
the United States. A mob broke into the 
office of the Spanish consul at New Orleans, 
injured the pictures of Spanish officials, and 
tore down their flag. Tho prudence of the 
administration in this matter was much 
commended. Spain immediately demanded 
reparation, which was made in a dignified 
manner, and all excitement allayed. Some 
136 of the Americans who had advanced 
with Lopez and been captured had boon 
transported to Spain for punishment there 
After negotiations they w ere delivered un to 
this country and released, most of them be­ 
ing thoughtless young mea. 
The filibustering assaults awoke atten­ 
tion on the part of France and England,who 
attempted to ind uce our government to enter 
into an agreement that neither of the three 
should attem pt to acquire Cuba. Corre­ 
spondence followed, which was continued 
by Edward Everett, who became secretary 
of state after Webster’s death in 1852. 
and 
who gained 
much 
credit 
from 
the 
full and able lottor iii which he 
declined 
assent 
on 
the 
part 
of tho 
United States to any such arrangement, 
alike on the ground that it is not our 
policy to permit addita nal foreign control 
on this continent and that,if the opportunity 
should offer, there is no reason why the 
United States should1 debar herself from ac­ 
quiring an island lying at the mouth of her 
greatest river. 
• The earlier diplomatic friction resulted in 
Webster’s famous Hulsemann letter. In 1849 
President Taylor had sent an agent. Mr. 
Mann, with secret instructions to Hungary. 
He was directed to ascertain the condition 
of the revolution there pending, aud to re­ 
port, so that our government could deter­ 
mine the question of recognizdng the inde­ 
pendence of Hungary if it should have es­ 
tablished a de facto government. Nothing 
came of the mission, as tho revolution had 
failed before Mr. Maun reached Europe. 
But President 
Taylor having in 1850 
communicated 
the 
m atter 
to 
Con­ 
gress, 
and 
thus 
maae it public, 
the 
Austrian government took offence. 
Its 
representative here, Mr. Hulsemann made 
complaint to Mr. Clayton, then our secre­ 
tary of state. Mr. Clayton replied, stating 
tile object of Mr. Mann’s mission. By the 
time the Austrian government had in­ 
structed Mr. Hulsemann as to Mr. Clayton’s 
reply, the Fillmore 
administration had 
come in. Mr. Webster therefore received 
the Austrian communication, which was 
not altogether courteous or justified, but 
which gave him an opportunity to state the 
relation of the United States to foreign 
powers, its policy as a neutral iii regard to 
recognizing de facto governments, and its 
justification iii procuring information neces­ 
sary in the prem ses. As a vigorous paper, 
strong iu its assertion of American re­ 
sources and power and dignity, it was en­ 
thusiastically received by our people. 
Commodore Matthew C. Perry’s expedL 
tion to Japan rn 1852 was an interesting 


event. 
Japan, new a land of enterprise 
and advanced civilization, was then prac 
tically sealed from the world. The Presi­ 
dent favored a plan of intercourse with 
Japan, anda treaty for the protection of 
our seamen anti for the interchange of com­ 
mercial privileges. Commodore Perry was 
granted full power to negotiate and sailed 
with an independent squadron. His expe­ 
dition was successful, A treaty was made. 
and Japan today is almost as familiar as 
any part of Europe upon our streets. 
This administration witnessed the passing 
from the stage of several of the greatest of 
American statesmen and orators. Calhoun 
had died March 31,1850. during the debate 
on the omnibus bill, his speech on which, 
on account of his weakness, was read by 
Mr. Mason. Henry Clay. whose last effort 
was the compromise of 1860. died Juno 29, 
1862. Webster, the giant eft the three, now 
regarded as the most powerful mind and 
the greatest orator in American polit cs. 
lingered till the 24th of October in the 
same year. Twenty years before he Lad 
done his mighty work of so expounding the 
price pies of the Constitution as to make 
the Union impregnable. To that Union he 
had made everythin? subordinate. To its 
preservation had he consecrated his mighty 
powers and patriotism. It is not strange 
that at the age of 70 he could not endure 
the thought that the conflict between 
slavery and freedom, if hot averted by 
compromise, might destroy tho fabric of 
the republic. Would that he might have 
known that he had so grandly aided in m ak­ 
ing the foundation of the republic secure 
that 
it 
could 
bear, 
as 
in 
1861 
it 
did 
hear, the 
conflict of 
right 
with 
wrong, 
and needed no compromise to 
sustain it! His last days were no doubt his 
saddest days. His position in favor of the 
compromise measures, his vindication of 
the fugitive slave law, his estrangement 
from so much of the moral sense of Massa­ 
chusetts of which for years he had been 
the admiration, and at last the failure of 
the Whig party, to whose support he had 
been such a mighty column, to nominate 
him for the presidency, made his heartsore. 
Yet even to the last ha was in his country’s 
service, and whig he died at Marshfield, 
the whole republic lamented the death of 
its master statesman. 
In the previous summer of 1862. the presi­ 
dential campaign ha I begun. The Demo­ 
crats were well united, though at the South 
there were some fire-eaters among them 
whose faces were turned even then towards 
secession. Their convention met at Balti­ 
more. June I. A two-thirds vote was neces­ 
sary, and not until the 49th ballot did the 
choico fall on Franklin Pierce, whose name 
had not been voted for till the 33d ballot, 
and who was thus advanced before such 
candidates as Cass, Buchanan. Marcy and 
Douglas. Resolutions were adopted depre 
cating slavery agitation and pledging ad­ 
herence to the compromise measures. 
On .June ie the Whigs met also in Balti­ 
more. They resolved in favor of a protec­ 
tive tariff and internal improvements, but 
on the one vital issue of slavery scar ce dif­ 
fered from tho r rivals, pledging a like ac­ 
quiescence in the great compromise. More 
than 60 times they balloted for a presiden­ 
tial candidate. 
A small minority stood 
faithfully by Webster. Half tho rest voted 
for Fillmore, who. like Webster, repre­ 
sented tho compromise wing of the party, 
The rest. representing the wing which re­ 
lucted at the compromise and the fugitive 
slave law, voted for General Scott, and he 
was chosen. William A. Graham of North 
Carolina was nominated for vice president. 
The Free Boilers nominated John P. Hale. 
Strange to say, they threw only about half 
as many votes as they threw in 1848. 
Pierce and William R. King of Alabama 
were elected president and vice president 
by an overwhelming majority, carrying 
every State except Vermont, Massachu­ 
setts. Kentucky aud Tennessee, which went 
for Scott. 
Fillmore’s 
administration 
terminated 
March 4, 1863. It was the last Wh g ad­ 
ministration. 
It was distinguished by no 
great ev ents, but it was marked by prudence 
and dignity in its management of affairs at 
home amt abroad. 
Except upon the advanced ground of the 
slavery quest on—ground which then the 
masses and even the body of the leaders 
themselves bad not real bed—it was con­ 
ducted very much aloug the fines of the 
R publican party which succeeded it in 
1860, and which for 24 years pursued the 
same system of internal improvements, of 
protection to our manufacturing and other 
industries, of a dignified, just and self­ 
respecting foreign policy, and of a liberal, 
progressive 
administration 
of 
internal 
affairs.

soul. 
Surely your words could not have 
been spoken in earnest.” 
The 
lady did not appear as 
utterly 
crushed as she should, and ho looked appre­ 
hensive, as if he feared she might he set 
ting a trap for him, 
‘ That may he so. but do you not think, 
she asked innocently, “that every man. 
even if he intends to follow some other 
calling, should understand farming thor 
oughly before he sets himself to any other 
profession?’’ 
“But it would take half the working years 
of a m an’s life to understand farming 
thoroughly in all its details aud operations. 
He would po fagged and bent with toil and 
care; tho freshness of his youth and the 
vigor of his manhood would be spent, and 
how could fie hope to win success in profes­ 
sions that require the very best a man has 
to give?

Th© W ay Bananas Are Eaten. 
I Lewiston Journal.] 
“How many bananas do you suppose it 
akes to supply the people of these two 
cities?” was asked of the commission man 
Saturday morning. 
"W ell, let me 
see. 
April, May, Juno, July and a part of August 
are the m onths wo sell bananas. You can't 
do m uch with bananas after peaches get 
into the m arket. We sa d 600 bunches of 
bananas in April this year. There are three 
commission firms in tho two citi> s which 
halid e bananas. I calculate the three will 
soil on an av* rage. for the five m onths, 2400 
lunches, m aking a sum total for the sea­ 
son of 12,000 bunches. Now these bunches 
will. at a low estim ate, average ion bananas 
to the bunch, which would figure som ething 
like 1.200.000bananas th at are sold here in 
the two cities. 
‘■Another way to estim ate the quantity is 
this: You may say that it takes 30 car loads 
for the season. 
It takes about 400 bunches 
to the car. It is estim ated th at there are 
35,000to 40,000 people ill tho two cities. 
Now when you get tim e figure up and see 
how many bananas th at would give to each 
resident. The trade in bananas increases 
from year to year. There'll be more ban 
anas eaten this year than lait. D uring the 
m onth of August they are a drug in tho 
m arket.”

Dillon, Davitt and 
Healy 
Condemn Papal Politics. 


The Papal Rescript and the Attitude of 


the Irish People.

DtTBLiN,May 27.—Im m ense m eetings Lave 
been held today throughout Ireland to en­ 
dorse the resolutions of the Irish Catholic 
m em bers of Parliam ent on the papal re­ 
script. W illiam O’Brien, M. I’., addressed 
an enthusiastic assem blage in Lim erick. 
This m eeting took place, notw ithstanding 
the letter of Bishop O’Dwyer of Lim erick, 
addressed to the Mayor, and characterizing 
the agitation as one directed against the 
Pope. The clergy, howox’er, were absent, 
but several sent letters of apology and sym ­ 
pathy. Resolutions indorsing those of the 
Irish Catholic m em bers were adopted. 
In K ildare Mr. Dillon addressed a mon­ 
ster m eeting. The clergy were absent, but 
letters of sym pathy xx ere read. Mr. Dillon 
condemned the letter of Bishop O'Dwyer, 
and said th at w ith the exception of Bishop 
O’lRvyer aud, perhaps, one or two other 
bishops the hierarchy of ireland were with 
the people in their great struggle. 
He 
claim ed for the Irish people the fullest free­ 
dom for their political actions. They would 
take their religion from Rome, but not their 
politics. 
At a national league m eeting in Bray to­ 
day, M ichael D avitt said: “Irish Catholic 
laym en are no more bound by the Pope’s 
views or decisions, outside of purely doc­ 
trinal m atters, than they are by the views 
or com m ands of any other foreign poten­ 
tate, and the day an which they would be

serviency than th at against which we 
are fighting in our national m ovem ent. 
we xvouid w rite ourselves doxvn before the 
self-governed nations of the xvorld as being 
too slavish in disposition to m erit the enjoy­ 
m ent of iiberty. end too recreant to the in­ 
dependent spirit ol our political ancestors 
to be w orthy of anything else but the con­ 
tem pt of freem en.”

The statem ent of Fitzgerald, presi­ 
dent of the National I ©ague in the United 
States, th at the Catholic papers of Am erica 
do not approve ttie papal rescript is a g* od 
deal wood' red at here, as it is mpossiblc to 
see on w hat j t is based, unle-s it be the 
im agination of Fitzgerald. 
The Vatican 
papers express surprise th a t such a state­ 
m ent should be made. They again insist 
th at the lescnpt has been approved by all 
repu'able Catholic papers, ana notably by 
the Catholic Mirror, the organ of Cardinal 
Gibbons, and the Cathode Review, the organ 
of tho archbishop of New York. F urther, 
they declare that, with the exception of a 
few Irish newspapers, the Catholic press of 
the whole civilized world has approved the 
action taken by the holy office. 
The London .Standard, in an editorial on 
the Pope’s rescript, says: “The fate of 
F ather McGlvnn is not calculated to en ­ 
tourage the fancy th at a priest in politics 
can doty the thunders of Rome. Archbishop 
W alsh has sot the lead n submission. He 
has personally com m itted him self to the 
plan of cam paign by a declaration that. 
under the circum stances, he could not 
censure those w ho invented arid worked it. 
Ho has been active in Ri m e in placing in 
tile most lavorablR light tho procedure and 
aims of the secular agitators. W hen an 
ecclesiastic so deeply involved in the meshes 
of the league propaganda takes the lead in 
accepting as decisive the fiat that has gone 
forth from the congregation of the prop­ 
aganda. 
it would be absurd to treat the 
action of the Irish clergy as an open ques­ 
tion.” 
The London Star. Thomas Tower O’Con­ 
nor’s paper, com m enting on Bishop O’Dwy- 
er’s letter to inc m ayor of Lim erick, in 
which he gave warning t hat Catholics who 
attended the league m eeting on Sunday 
would be guilty of a grievous sin, in vb w of 
the Pope’s rescript, says: "Bishop O’Dwyer 
has rendered the N ationalists a service by 
forcing the fight.

[Albany Journal ] 
It seem s incredible th at it was only a 
little over 40 years ago th a t the telegraph 
was invented and put in practical use. Ic 
may not be generally known th at the 
Albany E vening Journal gave the word 
“telegram ” to the world. 
In its files of 
April 6, 1852, the following was printed, 
and from this paragraph wa* derived the 
word “telegram .” now found in every dic­ 
tionary : v 
A New W ord—A friend desires us to give 
notice th a t he w ill ask leave, a t some con­ 
venient tim e, to introduce a new word into 
the vocabulary. 
The object of this pro­ 
posed innovation is to avoid the necessity, 
now existing, of using two words, for which 
there is very frequent occasion, where one 
will answer. It is telegram , instead of tele­ 
graphic despatch, or telegraph c contmuui 
cation. 
This word is formed according to 
the strictest laws of the language from 
which its root comes. T elegraph m eans to 
w rite front a distance 
Telegram , the xvri- 
ting itself, executed ffcom a distance. Mono­ 
gram , logogram, etc., are w elds formed 
upon the same analogy and in good accepta­ 
tion. Our friend, moreover, says th at the 
house line, if disposed to be precise, should 
call th eir com m unications teletypes, as th* y 
are printed, not w ritten. In a generous 
spirit of toleration, he proposes no action 
upon the last suggestion; but as to every­ 
body else, except 
the 
employers 
and 
custom ers of the house line, lie would have 
them "held and firm ly bound” to speak, 
write, print and telegraph telegram , instead 
of any tw o words signifying th* same thing, 
under penalty of being considered Terbuso 
and tedious.

podida:, or great-footed birds. Each of these 
great piles consists of fallen leaves, wrasse*, 
etc., w hich th e bird* deposit in place by 
throw ing backw ard w ith one foot.

the m ounds are usually in dense shade, the 
decaying vegetable m atter has been found 
to raise the tem perature at the centre as 
high as 95L The eggs are carefully placed 
w ith the larger end up. about 12 inches 
apart, and are covered to a depth of at least 
two or three feet
